COMMENT. 

The good effects which our church proposes to her'* 
self from this portion of scripture we plainly learn, 
from the Collect for the day, to be humility and fa^ 
tUnce. The former is to be expressed by thinking no 
good office beneath us, whereby we may contribute 
to the relief of our brethren in their sufferings ; the 
latter by contentedness and constancy of mind in 
sabmitling to our oum. In order to excite and esta- 
blish these good dispositions in us, the Son of Grod, 
and Saviour of the world, is here set forth as our pat- 
tern ; His love and condescension, for our example ; 
that we, so far as the difference of circumstances will 
allow, may not grudge to do as He hath done before 
us* His exaltation and reward is also mentioned for 
oiir encouragement ; that we may depend upon the 
Uke being done to us in proportion, which hath al* 
ready been done to Him, by way of recompense for 
such kind humiliation. 

To treat this subject as we ought, it will be requi- 
site to consider, first ^ What our Lord did, and how 
we are bound to Him. Secondly, What He received, 
and how this assures us of being rewarded like Him. 

b2 
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1 • A just sense of what our Lord did we never can 
have without right notions concerning the dignity of 
His Person : which therefore the apostle hath here 
illustrated 9 in terms that speak Him very God and 
very man: — the form of God (ver. 6, 7,) as strongly 
inferring the former^ as the likeness and fashion of 
men does the latter ; — if we regard only the force of the 
expressions themselves. And^ as the whole course of 
His conversation, the things He did and suffered^ 
living and dying, gave incontestable proof of the truth 
of His human nature : so, if we will allow St. Paul 
to argue with any consistence, his argument here 
overthrows the cavils usually objected to the truth 
of His divine nature. For how can the taking of the 
likeness or fashion of men (ver. 7, 8,) deserve to be 
thought an emptying or humbling of himself; in a 
person who is himself no more than man ? How can 
the government of the whole world be committed to, 
or administered by a mere man ? How can universal 
adoration (ver. 10,) become due to such an one? How 
can we suppose that such adoration would be enjoined 
by the Christian religion, — a religion that aimed so di- 
rectly at curing idolati'ous mankind of their mon- 
strous sin and folly, which consisted properly in dei- 
fying men for their merits, and in ignorance of the 
One true God, doing service to them which by nature 
are no gods^ ? But especially, how should a person 
deserve and obtain divine honours as a reward for his 
unparalleled humility, and piety, and most exemplary 
meekness, who, if he were not really God, and yet

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thought it not robbery to be equal with God ^, but suf- 
fered himself to be esteemed so, and gave occasion from: 
bis own words to be tfaus esteemed^ and never warned 
those who took the occasion^ (of any error or ill con* 
sequence in such an opinion) was certainly the 
proudest and most presumptuous, the prpfanest and' 
most detestable blasphemer? To them, thefreforer 
who acknowledge our Lord's divinity, St. Paul's rea*. 
sOning is just and very pressing: but to refer it to 
sach condescensions, as washing His disciples' feet, or 
eyen the indignities of His passion, in a man only « 
renders it weak and .trifling. The terms expressing, 
this voluntary humiliation are an empty pomp in- 
eomparison : and such as then indeed, but only then 
aire fuU.of significance and sound argument, when the 
perfection and majesty of Christ's divine, and the- 
impotence and vileness of our human nature are un- 
derstood for the height He came down from, and thd 
depth to which He descended. 

. Concerning this condescension how marvellous it 
is in itself, and how forcible an engagement to humi* 
lity and charity upon all who believe and reap the 
benefits of it, I have on another occasion endeavoured 
to make men sensible, when t^e church commemo- 
rated the blessing of our Lord taking upon Him the 
Jbrm.of a servant, and being made in the likeness of 
men ^. That yet more amazing humiliation of be" 
coming obedient unto death, even the death of the cross, 

is matter more peculiarly suitable to the devotions of

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this day : and to it, therefore^ I shall chiefly confine 
my discourse. 

That crucifixion was of all deaths the most painful, 
the most opprobrious, a punishment reserved for the 
vilest of slaves, and the heinousest of malefactors, I 
can scarcely suppose any of my readers ignorant.. 
Put if they be, the history of our dear Redeemer's 
sufferings, so particularly rehearsed, so often repeated 
in the service of this week, will not fail to possess 
them with right apprehensions of it. Waving, there* 
(ore, any farther enlargement for the present concern-^ 
ing that which our thoughts will, for some succeeding* 
days, find themselves obliged to dwell upon, I apply 
myself immediately to the force, and fitness of this 
example for producing, in the minds of all who con<^ 
sider it, those two dispositions already mentioned, 
which the Collect hath taught us at this time most 
seasonably to pray for. 

1. The^rs^ of these is humility : which it is evi« 
dent no person, no instance, no action ever had, ever 
could have, so direct a tendency to promote^ Well 
therefore might this Saviour invite men to kam of 
Him, as being meek and lowly * ; since none was ev^ 
by nature so exalted, none by choice so abased : none 
could so empty himself of glory and power as He had 
done ; even though His appearance upon earth bad 
been made in all the riches and splendour of the 
greatest monarch that ever the world knew. But to 
render His goodness still more astonishing. He came not 
to be ministered unto, but to minister: and thought the 
giving His oion life a ransom ^ an office not too kind ;

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^nd tiie doing this in the quality of a servant and a 
inimina}, an office not too mean for the sake of doing 
good. 

The mo6t fatal corruption^ and perhaps that which 
sticks the closest to our nature^ is pride : fit there* 
fore above all others to be particularly Counter* 
miaed^ and quite beat out of countenance by Hiov, 
Who came into the world on purpose to correct out 
corruptions, and to renew our nature. This vice 
Consists in undue exaltations of ourselves, and of 
eonsecluent disdain and contempt of others. But 
who are those selves? Who those others? Lost 
and undone wretches all; lost and undone by the 
pride of the first Adam, and so must have continued 
to eternity if not rescued by the humility of the 
Second. Do we then insist with the utmost rigour 
Upon points and niceties of respect, upon place and 
precedence, and cast away our own, or invade an* 
other's life (murderers in both) upon the very jea* 
lousy of an affront i Do we n^lect our poorer, or 
in any respect meaner brethren, behold their miseries 
with indifference, hold them so far unworthy our 
pains, or costs, or personal good offices^ as scarcely 
to allow them pity or regard ? Nay but,. man ! 
Iqpk upon the blessed Jesus. See the King of heaven 
making Himself of no reputation, eating with th^ 
traitor, admitting his unfaithful kiss, mute before 1^ 
judges, crucified with thieves ; and all for them whom 
thou pufsuest with revenge, or passest over with dis* 
datn: for thee, who thus reproachest the mercy by 
which thou art redeemed, the Lord that thus re- 
deemed thee. Compare the indignities He submit-

ted to with thine : His unbounded charity with thy 
angry resentments^ scornful mien, and hard-hearted 
coldness ; and thou wilt soon perceive that the pride, 
the cruelty, the unconcemedness, which in any .man 
is wicked, , in the disciples of a crucified Master is 
perfectly absurd — a contradiction, to the name of 
Christian^ while thou wilt not let the same mind be in 
thee, which was in Christ Jesus. ■ Tis true indexed. He 
hath far exceeded all that is possible for us to imitate. 
But the less proportion the utmost we ca,n do bears 
to His amazing condescension for our sakes, the more 
must we for whom He stooped so low, if we think 
any thing too much for them for whom He likewise 
stooped so low, find our own narrowness of spirit, 
and too delicate distinctions (where there is so Uttle 
ground for such) reproached and condemned. And 
well it were, if we would seriously reflect, that this 
Saviour is one day to be our Judge; if we would 
ask ourselves, how we then shall be able to stand 
before Him, TFAo, though He was in the form of God, 
and thought it not robbery to be equal with God, yet 
humbled Himself to the form of a servant, and became 
obedient unto death, even the death of the cross. 

2.- The other virtue I would recommend is p€t* 
tience; easy to be attained, when that last mentioned, 
humility, hath opened the way to it : for it is pride, 
especially, that disposes us to be angry and revenge- 
ful, fretful and querulous, uneasy with our fortunes, 
and unthankful to Providence. Against all which 
evil diseases of the mind what antidote more pro- 
per, more powerful, can we think of, than the ex- 
ample of the meek, suffering Jesus ? If our quiet be 
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disturbed, our possessions invaded, our persons in* 
allied, our reputation aspersed by the malice of un* 
reasonable, wicked men; let us remember the per- 
petual vexations, the injuries and af&onts, the lives 
and contradictions of sinners against Himself, which 
through the whole course of His ministry He en- 
dured; but which in the tragical scene this week 
presents us with were outrageous beyond any com* 
parison. . If poverty or friendless trouble be .our 
grievance, this assimilates us but the more to that Son 
of God, Who for our sakes became poor, subsisted 
on the pious bounty of His hearers and attendants ; 
but in the hour of His enemies, and approach* of 
danger was betrayed by one, denied by another^' 
and forsaken by all His disciples. If pain, or sick- 
ness tempts us to repine^ what gout^ what stone, what 
melancholy can be more afflicting than the tortures 
He went through, the acute pangs of His dolorous 
crucifixion, and the cutting sorrows which wounded 
His soul even unto death ? — so far are our most sen- 
sible afflictions short of that weight of sorrow, with 
which it pleased the Lord to bruise this Son of His 
love in the day of His fierce anger. But could we 
suppose them equal, yet doth not this make a mighty 
difference, and ought it not to compose our spirits to 
submission, that His obedience was an act perfectly 
free. His sufferings chosen for our > benefit, and not 
His own? but we, alas ! as creatures, are entii*ely at 
themercyof our common Master and Maker: as sin- 
ners, are bound to acknowledge the. righteousness of 
God, in all that is come upon us ; to lay our mouths 
in the dust, and recollect, with the penitent thief, that

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we art justly under the same condemnation <• For This 
man did nothing andss; but all that we receive, and 
a great deal more than we receive in this world, is 
but the due reward of our evil deeds. And doth a man 
complain for the punishment of his sin? Can impa* 
tience, and discontent, and hard accusations of that 
Providence Which disposes all events, become one, 
who in the course of justice had brought misery 
upon himself by his own faults ? Can be murmur 
at this when he su£Eers as a principal, when so much 
more was laid upon a proxy? an innocent proxy? 
especially, too, when the wisdom and goodness, no 
less than the justice of God, have their part in every 
such dispensation? for, as Our Blessed Master was an 
example in the beaiing, so is He likewise a pattern in 
the reward of our afflictions. And on that account 
the Epistle for the day likewise calls upon us to con-* 
template Him in H[is exaltation. And therefore I 
proceed now to explain very briefly, in the 

II. Second place, what our Lord received in recom- 
pense of His humility and patience, and howHhis as* 
sures us of being rewarded like Him. 

1. Of our Lord's recompense we have an account 
in the 9th, 10th, and 11th verses; which acquaint 
us, that it consisted in an exceeding high exaltation 
of Him, far above any the most excellent creatures ; 
in making Him the sovereign ruler of the whole 
world ; in giving Him a title to the humblest adora^ 
tion ; and in the publication of His goapdi and His 
glories over the fac^ of the whole earth. 

t Luke zxiii. 40, 4K 
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But, in utrhat respect and capacity these honours 
were conferred on Christ is the main poiift to be at- 
tended to in the case now under consideration. As 
God» they could not be conferred ; for His giory in 
this regard was perfect before. He could not thus 
receive any reward^ any increase of honour. That 
supreme and absolute dominion was inherent and 
essential to Him : that universal adoration was His 
strict due from all eternity. Whatever addition He 
was capable of. He must be capable of as man : the 
elevation of His human nature is therefore the thing 
intended by the apostle. In this nature it was that 
He obeyed, and merited, and suffered ; in this con- 
sequently it is that He was rewarded and exalted. 

And a marvellous exaltation it is, to place human 
nature upon the throne of God ; to subject to this 
angels, and principalities, and powers, men and de- 
vils, all things in heaven, and in earth, and under the 
earth. A suitable reward it is to that nature, which 
sufiered such indignities and pains, for all the bar- 
barous treatment and bitter torment it endured here 
below, to riiine so bright, and partake in all the 
majesty of the Son of God ; Who, by uniting it inse- 
parably to His own Person, and thus vouchsafing to 
take part in its infirmities and sufferings, entitled this 
human nature, now His own likeness, to a share in 
aU the bliss and glories of that divine nature, which 
was originally, and always His own : so that He is 
not any more, as form^y He was, the governor of 
the worid, and the object of men's worship as God 
only, bat as God and man both : than which nothing 
001^ more eie^tually conduce to the ghry of His 

b6 
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Father; because nothing could more illustrate His jus- 
tice^ and Visdom, and goodness ; nothing more un- 
deniably demonstrate the acceptance and efficacy of 
that redemption so admirably contrived for abolish- 
ing the guilt and pupishment of sin, and retrieving 
the immortality and happiness of mankind.. 

2. For, secondly, this method of dealing with our 
Lord gives us all imaginable assurance, that they 
who conform themselves to His virtues shall be pror 
portionably conformed to Him in the reward of them. 
The reason is, because in all He did and suffered for 
the salvation of men ; and so again in all He received 
by way of recompense for those actions and suffer- 
ings. He acted not in any separate and personal ca- 
pacity, but all along sustained a public character. 
This character is a consequence of His incarnation ; 
the blessed effects whereof turn all upon this — that 
the Son of God transacted the whole affair of our 
redemption, in the form and nature of those He came 
to redeem. Had He, therefore, at His entrance into 
the world united Himself to any one man's person, 
the influence and benefit accruing from such union 
must hai^e been of extent equal to that of the union. 
That single person, I mean, to whom He was united^ 
and no other, could have been redeemed by it. But 
now our blessed Saviour, when He became man, 
clothed Himself with a body formed in the womb of 
the Virgin by the operation of the Holy Ghost. His 
Person was still divine, and the same It ever had 
been: only He united to It, and exhibited Himself in 
our flesh, after a manner altogether extraordinaFy and 
miraculous. This was a takbg upon Him human 
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nature, which rendered Him the common representa- 
tive of all mankind. In this is founded the title» 
given Him by the apostle, of the second Adam^, For 
as all human nature was included in Him, Who Him^ 
self descended from none^ and from Whom all de- 
scended ; so was all human nature made anew, as it 
were, in Him, Whose human body and soul were as 
immediate a work of God as that, whereby our^rs^ 
parentis body was formed out of the dust of the 
ground, and animated with the breath of life ^ As 
therefore all mankind did virtually sin and die in 
Adam, because the whole human nature was then in 
him ; so are all mankind virtually righteous and re- 
stored to life in Christ, because He took human na- 
ture at large; and what He did, and suffered, and 
received in that nature, are the acts, and suiFeringSi 
and rewards of human nature ; consequently all who 
partake of this liature are not only certain of, but may 
in some sense be said already to be vested in that 
happiness, which human nature in Him by already 
possessing it secures their common right to : and thus 
far all shall certainly partake of it. Death was the 
punishment of sin : this is done away as effectually 
by the Second^ as it had been introduced by the^r;^ 
Adam. Their bodies and souls shall both be restored, 
to life^ and live for ever. But the forgiveness of 
sins, and the happiness of heaven are promised upon 
certain conditions : and therefore, though all shall be 
immortal, yet only they who perform the conditions 
of the Gospel shall be happy in that immortality.

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^ And this shews us at once the necessity, and the 
encouragement we all have, to imitate the virtues, 
for which our Lord was so conspicuous. The neces* 
sity, because nothing less than a likeness to His ex-- 
cellencies can advance us to a likeness of that blisd 
which rewarded them: the encouragement , because 
He is entered into heaven, not for Himself, but for 
us : the pledge of our immortality and glory, by our 
nature being already immortalized and glorified. 
Let us not then think any thing too much to do, ot 
endure for our duty, and the good of souls ; since 
where the sufferings of Christ ab&und, His consolations 
will much more abound. Let us read, and hear, and 
meditate on the Scriptures commended to our 
thoughts this week, with minds disposed to fonia 
themselves upon the model here before us. Let us 
carefully observe the interest we have in them ; and 
rest perfectly satisfied, that by virtue of that union, 
whidi He in great humility hath been pleased to 
make, the sufferings and the rewards of Christ's 
human nature so ftir belong to us and all mankind, 
that all who follow the example of His patience shall 
undoubtedly 6fi*partofer5 of His resurrection^. Which 
He of His mfinite mercy grant, Who was dead and is 
alive again, and Uvethfor evermore, and hath the keys 
of death and hell^ : to Whom with the Father, and 
Holy Spirit, Three Persons and one God, be all ho- 
nour, and glory, power, praise, and dominion, world 
without end. Amen,

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THE GOSPEL. 

MATTHEW XXVII. 1 — 54. 

When the morning was come, all the chief priests 
and elders of the people took counsel against Jesus to 
put Him to death : and when they had bound Him, 
they led Him away, and ddliyered Him to Pontius 
Pilate the governor. 

Then Judas, which had betrayed Him, when he 
saw that He was condemned, repented himself, and 
brought again the thirty pieces of silver to the chief 
priests and elders, saymg, I have sinned, in that I 
have betrayed the innocent blood. And they said. 
What is that to us ? see thou to that. And he cast 
down the pieces of silver in the temple, and departed, 
and went and hanged himself. And the chief priestb 
took the silver pieces, and said. It is not lawful for 
to put them into the treasury, because it is the price 
of blood. And they took counsel, and bought with 
them the potter's field to bury strangers in. Where- 
fore that field was called, The field of bloody unto this 
day. Then was fulfilled that which was spoken by 
Jeremy the prophet, saying. And they took the thirty 
pieces of sEver, the price of Him lliat wa& valued^ 
Whom they of the children of Israel did value ; and 
gave them for the potter's field, as the Lord appointed 
me. And Jesus stood before the governor : and the 
governor asked Him, saying. Art Thou the king of thg 
Jevrs? And Jesus said unto bimj Thou sayest. And 
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when He was accused of the chief priests and elders. 
He answered nothing. Then said Pilate unto Him, 
Hearest Thou not how many things they witness 
against Thee? And He answered him to never a 
word ; insomuch that the governor marvelled greatly. 
Now at the feast the governor was wont to release 
unto the people a prisoner, whom they would. And 
they had then a notable prisoner, called Barabbas. 
Therefore when they were gathered together, Pilate 
said unto them. Whom will ye that I release unto 
you ? Barabbas, or Jesus Which is called Christ ? 
For he knew that for envy they had delivered Him. 
When he was set down on the judgment seat, his wife 
sent unto him saying, Have thou nothing to do with 
That Just Man ; for I have suffered many things this 
day in a dream, because of Him. But the chief 
priests and elders persuaded the multitude that they 
should ask Barabbas, and destroy Jesus. The gov^r* 
nor answered, and said unto t^em. Whether of the 
twain will ye that I release unto you? They said, 
Barabbas. Pilate saith unto them. What shall I do 
then with Jesus Which is called Christ ? They all said 
unto him. Let Him be crucified. And the governor 
said, Why, what evil hath He done ? But they cried out 
the more, saying. Let Him be crucified. When Pilate 
saw that he could prevail nothing, but that rather a 
tumult was made, he took water, and washed his 
hands before the multitude, saying, I am innocent of 
the blood of This Just Pei*son : see ye to it. Then 
answered all the people, and said. His blood be on us 
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and on our children. Then released he Barabbas 
unto them : and when he had scourged Jesus^ he 
delivered Him to be crucified. ' Then the soldiers of 
the governor took Jesus into the common hall« and 
gathered unto Him the whole band of soldiers. And 
they stripped Him^ and put on Him a scarlet robe* 
And when they had platted a crown of thorns, they 
put it upon His head, and a reed in His right hand : 
and they bowed the knee before Hiih, and mocked 
Him^ saying, Hail, King of the Jews ! And they 
spit upon Him, and took the reed, and smote Him on 
the head. 

And after they had mocked Him, they took the 
robe off fiX)m Him, and put His own raiment on Him, 
and led Him away to crucify Him. And as they 
came out, they found a man of Cyrene, Simon by 
name : him they compelled to bear His cross. And' 
when they were come unto a place called Golgotha,' 
that is to say, a place of a skull, they gave -Him vine- 
gar to drink mingled with gall : and when He had 
tasted thereof. He would not drink. And they cruci- 
fied Him, and parted His garments, casting lots : that 
it might be fulfilled which was spoken by the prophet,' 
They parted My garn^ents among them, and upon 
My vesture did they cast lots. And sitting down 
they watched Him there ; arid set over His head His 
accusation written, THIS IS JESUS, THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. Then were there two thieves cru- 
cified with Him, one on the right hand, and another 
on the left. And they that passed by reviled Him^ 
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wagging tbeir beads^ and sayings Thou That destroy- 

ei^ the temple, and buildeat it m thvee days, save Thy* 

self: if Thou be the Son of Qod, come down from the 

cross. Likewise also the chief priests mocking Him, 

with the scribes and elders, said. He saved others ; 

Himself He cannot save.. If He be the King of 

israel^ let Him now come down from the cross, and 

we will beheve Him. He trusted in God ; let Him 

deliver Him now, if He will have Him 2 for He said, 

I am the Son of God. The thieves also, which were 

^ucified with Him, cast the same in His teeth. 

Now from the sixth hour there was darkness over all 

the land until the ninth hour. And about the ninth 

hour, Jesus cried with a loud voice, saying, Eli, Eli, 

lama sabachthani? that is to say. My God, My God, 

why hast Thou forsaken Me ? Some of them that 

stood tbere^ when they heard that, said. This man 

calleth for Elias. And straightway one of them ran, 

and took a spunge, and filled it with vinegar, and put 

it on a reed, and gave Him to drink. The rest said. 

Let be, let us see, whether Elias will come to save 

Him. Jesus, when He had cried again with a loud 

voice, yielded up the ghost. And behold, the veil of 

, the temple was rent in twain, from the top to the 

bottom ; and the earth did quake, and the rocks rent ; 

and the graves were opened ; and many bodies of the 

saints which slept arose, and came out of the graves 

after His resurrection, and went into the holy city, 

and appeared unto many. Now when the centurion^ 

and they that were with him, watching Jesus, saw the 
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earthquake, and those tilings tiiat were done, they 
fieared greatly, saying. Truly This was The Son of 
God, 

The Gospels for this day and thefoUowmg days qf the week being 
aUoff ether historical, and best understood by comparing the pa- 
raUel places in the other evangelists, (aU which are read in the 
course of the week), it is thought not necessary to sweU this 
oolMtne with particuilar paraphrases upoiii them. 



COMMENT. 

Though Almighty God was pleased to permit that 
His blessed Son should sufkv all the scandal and 
punishment due to the most heinous malefactors, 
yet did His wisdom order matters so, that all possible 
right should be done to His innocence. To this pur* 
pose we read such testimonies giren of it, as, if the 
Jews had not been blinded by the obstinacy of their 
own inveterate malice and rage, were abundantly ful}, 
and clear enough to have convinced His bitterest 
enemies, that they did very wickedly in treating Him 
BO ignorainiously, so barbarously. He was acquitted 
in the most solemn and public manner by Herod and 
Pilate. All the evidence which the Jews laboured to 
pick up and subcnne against Him, was acknowledged 
either insufficient or inconsistent. Nay, even the wicked 
instrument of delivering Him up into the hands of 
them that sought His life, enraged at their implacable 
and blood-thirsty proceedings, relented, desired to 
retract his bargain, openly confessed his own guilt 
and the unblemished holiness of lus injured Master : 
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iovy finding that the chief priests had declared Him 
guilty of blasphemy^ and delivered Him over to the 
power of the Roman, governor, even this wretched^ 
man was touched with a compassion of His case, and 
applied himself to the Jewish rulers to prevent far- 
ther mischief. Then Judas, which had betrayed Him, 
when he saw that He was condemned, repented himself, 
and brought .again the thirty pieces of silver to the 
chief priests, and elders, saying, I have sinned, in that 
I have betrayed the innocent blood. This is the first 
remarkable passage in the Gospel for the day ; and 
my design is to inquire into the nature of Judas's re- 
pentance, as we find it here described ; to shew what 
qualifications it had^ and wherein it was defectire ; 
and afterwards to make such collections from hencei 
as the circumstances of that wretched man, and the. 
foregoing particulars minister occasion for. 

I. First i I shall inquire into the nature of Judas's 
repentance^ and then what qualifications it had, and 
wherein it was defective: for that it was defective in 
the main, I suppose there need no other proofs than 
such as ofier themselves from what our Saviour Him-; 
self spoke concerning him : Those that Thou gavest 
Me I have kept, and none of them is losty save the son 
of perdition^. And again. The Son of Mangoeth, as 
it is written of Him, but woe unto that man by whom 
the Son of Man is betrayed ; it had been good for 
that man if he had never been born ^* Now, how 
\these things could be true, of Judas, if his repentance 
had been such as was available for procuring pardon

and salvation, it is not possible to comprehend. He 
surely is not lost, whom true repentance recovers ; nor 
had it been good for that man never to have been, 
bom^, who is saved at last, though at the expense of 
never so painful and laborious a repentance ; and, 
therefore, since no one truth in the Gospel is more 
express than this, that all who truly repent shall most 
certainly be saved, it nmst follow that the person; of 
whom those dreadful things are pronounced, did not 
truly and effectually repent. 

' The evangelist indeed tells us, that he repented 
himself^; but then it is no less evident, (^at by 
repenting is not every where intended a change 
of heart and life ; not the whole of that which re- 
pentance strictly signifies when made the condition 
of pfi-don and salvation, but only some part or im- 
perfect degree of it ; and thus we are to take it here. 
Not that Judas was a thorough penitent, and became 
a new man ; but that he did something which is neces- 
sary to be done in order to our becoming new men. 
He felt some I'emorse for what he had done ; he wished 
he had not done it at^all. This is one of the first 
steps which all penitents set out with ; it is the be- 
ginning, but very far from the perfection of repentance; 
and yet this is all which that expression seems here 
to import ; and therefore no argument can be formed 

** I am well content to lay no particular stress upon the on* 
ginal word fiirafuXriOiig here ; it being sufficiently notorious, to 
any attentive reader, that furafikXeia and fitrdvoia are promis- 
cuously used in Scripture ; any distinctions, therefore, from the 
manner of expression, are of very little or no force, in the case 
before us. 
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firom beaoe to pnnre tke trutix and validity of liis re* 
peateakoe, properly so called. The xoost that can be 
made of it is this ; that somewhat be did towards it» 
but ]iot enough to hring it to due perfection ; and there- 
fore it is tiiat I purpose to consider, so far as tiiis 
passage will guide us in the matter, how fat he ad^^ 
vanced, and how far he fell short. 

1. Now, ^rst. One good step towards repentance 
was that Judas, as I said, expressed great sorrow for 
what he had done, condemned himself severely for 
his wicked treachery. This is usually the beginning 
of reformation, to be sensible of one's misery, and 
sorely afflicted for it : but then we are to look at the 
motives, which stir that passion and remorse in an 
offend^'s breast. Few people are so desperately harder 
ened as not to be steuck with terror, when th^ see 
the wretched consequences of their sins ; and fear and 
suffering are arguments, which oftentimes lay hold on 
those who seem lost to all arguments beside. Many 
ai^ so profligate as to have outgrown all impressions 
of ingenuousness and shame ; but we cannot continue 
to be men, and remain unconcerned for our own inte- 
rest and safety, when once made sensible of it. Now 
though these are considerations which are commonly 
the first in hardened and habitual sinners, and capable 
of being improved firom a natural to a godly sorrow ; 
yet, where this is the main, or the only argument of 
ou% remorse, I am afraid it is not sufficient to work 
repentance to salvation not to be repented of; for in 
this case we do not hate the fault, but the punishment. 
Nor are our dispositions changed one whit, or our 
love of God at all increased by it. And such seems to 
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have been the soiiew of Jv^ : he found matten 
grown to a desperate height; that there was no pro* 
babk appearaaee of Jesus escaping the malice of the 
Jews ; he reoelleoted, it is hkely, the predictions of 
our-Lovd eoncemiag the dreadfid vengeaiioe which 
diould orertake the person that betrayed Him to 
death. These^ and probably many oth^ dreadful 
reflections working together, with all that confusion 
which fear and guilt use to create in men's minds, 
seem to have made up that concern which the text 
hath expfessed by rep^n/tirg himulf: a concern re^- 
sulting irom a principle of self-preservation, in the 
most carnal notion of the thing ; but we find not any 
due sense of the villainy of the feet ; not any condemn* 
i^g himsdf as the basest* the most ungrateful, the 
most abandoned wretch aUve ; one that had violated 
the laws of God, and society, and nature, and cast 
idl* fidelity, and gratitude, and common humanity 
bdiind his back ; ail which, and a great deal more 
were not only aggravations due to his crime, but the 
very properest occasions of remorse ; and such as till 
be came to be very tepderly touched for, and deeply 
wounded with, he was not capable of arriving at the 
true contrition of a sincere penitent. 

2. Secondly, Another advance towards repentance 
was Judas's bringing back the thirty pieces of silver, 
for which he had sokl his Master's life. And this 
is likewise necessary, that men, who have o£fended 
for profit, should not suffer the wages of iniquity to 
stick to their fingers ; but disgorge all their polluted 
gains, and make restitution to the utmost of their 
power. For God will accept no man's sorrow, who 
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is Still pleased with the rewards of his injustice^ and 
holds. the wealth fast, while he pretends to abhor 
the guilt that procured it. It is the vainest thing 
in the world to hope to be accepted, or to obtain a 
pardon of those indirect dealings, by which men 
have enriched themselves, without making satisfac- 
tion for the wrongs they have done, and shewing 
that they do in good earnest detest their frauds and 
oppressions, by giving up freely and entirely the pro- 
ducts which these have injuriously extorted. It is 
not a profession of sorrow, or a charitable legacy 
upon a death-bed, which will serve the turn. The 
altar will not sanctify the gift, of the giVir^ If men 
think to compound the matter with God, by making 
over to Him a part; this willnever insure their souls, 
if in the meanwhile they build their houses in blood ; 
if they transmit plentiful estates to their heirs, or 
raise their families by that increase of substance, 
which was purchased by grinding the face of the 
poor, or crushing the innocent, who have a rightful 
title to what they, or their posterity enjoy. This is 
doctrine, it may be, hard of digestion to the great 
and greedy ; and the parting with the fruits of 
their wickedness is a severe jsaying, which they can- 
not endure to hear of. So far did Judas outdo too 
many in his repentance. And if he, notwithstand- 
ing, perished in his iniquity, what hopes can they 
have of forgiveness, who refuse to come up to his 
example in this particular? He found not grace, 
though he nought it with restitution : and yet they 
flatter themselves in their hypocrisy wiUiout it. 
But, alas! the tears of the oppressed and injured 
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will moTeConipi^on fiibov^ wbeti' tboto of the dia* 
sembling penitent will be rejected with disdaiu* 
Andy be a$sured> repentance is but dissembling, till 
the spoils of deceit are cast away far fi*om you, and 
all unrighteous acquisitions put into their, true and 
proper channel again. 

3. Tliirdly, Here is also a farther progress toward 
repentance in that public, and free confession, I hate 
sinned, in that I have betrayed the innocent blood: 
(Ver* 4.) by which confession Judas did not only take 
the shame of his fault upon himself, but in some 
degree, made . satisfaction to his injured Master. 
Men might be apt to suspect, that how fair an ap- 
pearance soever Jesus made to the world, yet had 
there not been something of private blame, which 
one so intimately well acquainted with Him as Judas 
must be was conscious of; a disciple, a friend, a 
constant companion, one that had been taught 'and 
sustained by Him could never have entertained so 
inhuxiianly treacherous a. thought, as to give Him up 
into the hands of His. enemies that thirsted for His 
blood. But now all the ground 6f these jealousies 
.was taken away by the 1xaitor*s own testimonies of 
remorse, and open declaration of his Lord's unble- 
mished innocence. And this would not only vindi- 
cate Him to the rest of the world, and preserve His 
honour unstained to all posterity ; but it ought like- 
wise to have brought over those wicked acconiplices, 
and have diverted the Jewish rulers from the pur- 
pose of mlurdering so holy a Person. For after such 
an evidence they were more inflexibly wicked than 

c 
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even Judas himself, in pursuing iheir malice' to this 
Person's destruction. , 

Now here again Judas far outstripped too many 
pretenders to repentance. Men itie> it may be» weU 
enough content to acknowledge Uieir guilt between 
Ood and their own consciences, but hardly to bej>re- 
vailed upon so far as to make an open confession of 
their crimes^ or do public justice to those whose 
rights or reputations they have injured* There is a 
sort of preposterous modesty, which cannot bear the 
reproaches of other men, at the same time that it 
hath little or no apprehensions of the ccmdemnation 
of one's own mind ; and is much more afraid, that the 
world should know one hath done amiss, Hsffa^ that 
God, the Judge of all the world, should know it. 
Whereas, in truth, this taking of shame to ourselves 
is much more necessary, in order to res^t^tion and 
satisfaction for any wrong done to icmr brethren^ 
than any private confessions to God can possibly be. 
JPor as we cannot hide our injustice from Him, so 
neither can they whom we have injured suffer in 
•His esteem. And therefore no acknowledgments of 
our faults are sufficient, but such as make them re- 
paration: such, as may be effectual to the correcting 
any mistaken imputations in those^ whom our un- 
righteous proceedings bad led into mistakes ; and lay 
tlie biSime where of right it ought to he, that is, upon 
tlie offender himself. A frank and open confession 
is so much a.debtto.the innocent, that we have by no 
means cleared him as we ought, till the acknowledg- 
ment, the sorrow^ and the reproi^Qh of our having 
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done amiss be made as sdemn, and as geneially 
known, if it be possible, as ever the injury or the 
aspersion had been. Thns only can we prevent that 
yet more i» be dreaded publication of our crimes^ 
whicfa, whether we will or no, shall be made before 
angels and aQ mankind at the last terrible day of' 
aecount, when God shall bring the whole world to 
judgment, and detect all the hidden things of dis« 
honesty. 

Some indeed there are, ^ho have taken pains to 
shew, that even in the instances last mentioned 
Judas had by no means done all that became him ; 
in that faemade no restitution or confession to our 
lord, Wf^o was the injured party ; but only to the 
Jewish rulers, his partners and companions in wicked- 
ness. But it were heartily to be wished, that the 
generality of wicked persons would be persuaded to 
keep him company thus £ar, and go the same lengths 
that he did. They might upon these conditions en« 
tertain much more reasonable hopes of attaining to 
another, no less necessary, qualification of repentance, 
in which his was manifestly wanting ; and that is, an 
humble, but stedfast faith in the mercy of God, and 
a dependence upon that sacrifice of His Son, which 
is available for the forgiveness even of the chief of 
sinners, provided they be believing and returning 
sinners* 

Now here was Judas* downfall. The horror of 
his guilt threw him into amazement, and confusion, 
and despair; and kept him from applying the proper, 
the only remedy that could have any effect for his 
reootery* For whether we understand the account 

c2 
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given us of his death here/ and in the Jlr'si chapter 
of the ilc^s/'t)f laying violet hands upon himself, 
or whether of a suffocation by extreme melahehoiy, 
^ther sense implies intolerable agonies, and fruitless 
remorse, a feaifful expectation of divine vengeance^ 
and a distrust of mercy for so great a villainy, 
. Here then, I conceive, . lay the main defect of 
Judas' repehtance. And then we cannot be at a 
loss for a substantial reason, why it met .with no 
better success. For repentance does not barely con- 
sist in sorrow for sin, but in such a sorrow. as is 
tempered and supported with hope ; not in a mere 
confession of sin, but in such an one as trustis to be 
forgiven for sins confessed. It imports a ^lAan^ of 
manners : but if there be not first a strong persua* 
«ion that our sincere endeavours for the future wiH 
be kindly received^ and our former transgressions 
•graciously passed over, all ground and encourage- 
.m^nt for such a change are utterly takeii away.' It 
requires, that we choose new objects for our. affec- 
tions, draw them off from the worid and its trea*- 
cherous aUurements, from the flesh and its lUsts, and 
settle them upon God, and heavenly things. ' But 
he who loves God -must of necessity consider Him 
under some other characters, than those of a stem 
Jud ge aod'implacable A vengec He must have some 
notions of His goodness ; both of that which is es- 
' sential to the perfection of the Divine nature, and of 
that which infers a disposition to be good and gra- 
cious, tender and compassionate to himself in parti- 
cular. For nothing but good is, or Can possibly be 
the motive of our love. And if we have no per- 
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suasion of that good^ U is as to all effect .upon us^ 
a& if it were not at all : for every thing works upon 
the passions of men^ not according to what it is in 
its own nature^ but in proportion to what they ap- 
prehend concerning it. And therefore no man can . 
fix- his affections 'on heaven and heavenly joys^ who 
hath no prospect, no hope of ever having any part or 
place there. It istrue,. indeed, reason will not lead 
us. to infer that sorrow for the pastj or amendment 
for jthe time to come can be any equivalent satisfac- 
tion for oar offences. But revelation hath assured 
as that God .may be appeased ; and it hath told us 
how He is appeased — even by the precious blood, of 
That.§ifk4^, Who came to give His life a ransom for 
many. Qod hath declared Himself so fully in this 
matter, that the very heinousness of our sins is not 
a g^eateTfrpirovocation, than the despairing of mercy 
after* we haire committed them« For that distrust 
does, in effect and by necessary interpretation, make ^ 
God a liar, and disparage the merits of Christ's sa-^> 
crifice. It plainly argues that we think God will 
not be- so. good as His word; and that there are 
some' offences so horrid, that the sufferings of His 
Son cannot be a suflScient compensation for them; 
Thus, hope of mercy, and faith in the promises and 
satisfaction of Christ are the very life and spirit of 
^le repentance ; essential, and indispensably requi- 
site to.qui(lken. and recommend every part of it; 
And, consequently, so ineffectual must Judas' re- 
pentance, heeds have been, which was destitute of. 
these necessary qualifications. ^ 

If it be inquired, bow Judas came to be wanting 

c3 
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in ibis point? the iittmediata eauae undoul^tedly 
wasj that God had fcnmken^ and witbdrawm Hik 
grace from him. But ihm, iS we pursue thia inquky 
still farther^ and drive it tip to its true head^di^ 
matter wiU fall at last unto Judas himself,/ as the 
proper and original cause of his ovn misery and de^ 
straction. For never waa th^^ a. morei flagrant 
instance of grace obstinately resisted and -abiu^^ 
of advantages^ and knowledge to do. bett^ cast be* 
hind one's back, of presumptuous and inftepble 
resolutiouA to do wickedly, of reproofs find tknefy 
wanking9 lost upon i hardened nv^retch^ thia we 
m^y observe in the case before us. Then was the 
s^^Qn of gracO) lukt meims and opportunities were 
not wanting for dewting from his viliainpos toiBt* 
priseit It is true,, the devils is said to have^.tnitred 
^n^a Judas; which signifies, no doubt, amoie than 
ordinary influence and power over him* But we 
ab«dl do well to take notice^ that tins is not affiisa^ 
of him* orof any other person in Seripturei tifl we 
are fir^t i^fcvrmed of seme, very grievous and often 
reputed impieties^ which have provoked Ood to 
give ^em over to their own pejrverseness. Wh^n 
the. Spirit of the Lord i» driven away, then, and not 
h^oi^i the evil spuit enters, and takes poasesaioQ* 
Thea He permits the temptec to have his fiill soope with 
thun^ by taking off those aaststancea and restiainla, 
^hicii before wece affonied as adieek to the luste* 
ai|d a contrdi to . his temptations : and then God 
-de^iei^thein the heli^.ef His prerentit^ and strength* 
emng grace, which tbey( have so long resisted wd 
defeated. 
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. II. I' have BOW done with tho first head I pro- 
pCMsed, aad from the c(»igideratiQn of Judas' re« 

I peHtaaoe proceed to make such infeencee from it» 
as aie eaitaSle to this subject. 

[ 1. And first, let me most earnestly exhort and 

jntpeat aU that lead this pasdage to consider the 

Entity danger, and dismal conseqtienoes of known 

and urilfal sins, before it be too late to prevent, or 

to reitedy tiiem. Oxie very successful artifice made 

«se of by the denl for our destruction, is to dress up 

his t6i]^>tations to such advantage, that all the pro<^ 

fit, all the pleasure, all we propose to ourselves as 

our end in sinning shdl be set in its best light, and 

appear in proportions lar^ Uian the life ; but all 

Ihe diffienlty, all the danger, the troubles, and ill ef* 

feete of it shall be infinitely lessened^ to, or altoge* 

ther ooncealed from our sight. This dec^t is one 

eause why we feel ourselves so very dtferent men 

vriule we are pressing forward, heated with desire 

smd big with false and flattering expectations, froin 

w&at we are when looking back again upon the 

ihkig d<!»ie, and stung with reproaches and sdf^con* 

demnations. For, alas! these will be sure to have 

theiip turn too ; and the devil is not wanting^ in his 

aMsess in Ais pomt dso* Before the fact, he hides 

all discouraging circttmstaneeis ; and insinuates how 

ssmU the faulty and how easy to be forgiven : afifcer^ 

i^mrds, he iihifts the scene, distracts us with tiie dis* 

mdkftt representSftiohs of oar guflt, and laboum to 

nugaify onr crime so as* to be: move horrid than eaa 

tie fiMTgivm. By the iii^aoer he blows us up into 

preaomption : by the latter he sinks ne into despair;

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and both contribute equally to his purpose of con- 
triving our ruin. But then, to be sure, he hath us 
fast when, we are « entangled in the smare, careless 
what we do, and verily persuaded that thercis no 
possibility of ever getting disengaged. The smart of 
^'wounded spirit even wheA there reinain'some hopes 
of a cure, and the bitter reflections of a trembling 
true penitent are grievous to be borne. But no words 
can express the misery of that man, who hatli sinned 
himself past hope, and is givea up to the tortures 
and insupportable anguish of a condemning con- 
science. 

This was directly the state of Judas. His greedi- 
ness of gain blinded his eyes-, and quite diverted his 
thoughts 'from considering the horror of his trea- 
chery. But then that reflection fell upon his mind 
with this terrible back-blow ; and he that brought 
again the thirty pieces of silver, would no doubt 
have "given ten thousand worlds, had he been master 
of them, never to have yielded to this villainous sug^' 
gestibn.. When therefore we are assiaulted By any 
temptations, let us be careful to take the thing in all 
its different prospects. Let us consider betimes not 
ionly the baits of pleasure, w* profit,' or greatness^ 
which are apt to dazzle the eyes of unwary sinners; 
bat remember withal, that sorrow and death are upon 
the hctok, and^think whatwe shall'*' do in the end 
thereoip." Think, I say, what our condition- will bei 
if God should ' abandon'us to black thought^;, to the 
agonies of guilt and*despair;when'we shall see no^ 
thing but the •dreadf\il looking for of ierrible indigna- 
tion j when friendi^^ shall surround. is; and^ flam^ 
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ahall be contiiiucAj* flashing in our faces/ and our 
hell shall. be. already begun upon earth! . In other 
cases our fears;are apt to.be the moat wild and'exti*a- 
Jiragant of all our passions^ and to scare us with 
images far greater and more frightful than the life : 
but this is the peculiar aggravation of a lost sinner's 
unfaappiness; that the misery he liyes in perpetual 
dread of infinitely, exceeds all the terrors even of his 
most jealous and melancholy apprehensions. Ah 
eterpity of torments is what no finite imaginations 
can ever, come up to. And as little can we form to 
ourselves a just idea of the extremity of those tor- 
mei^; which, though they were to last but for a 
moment, would even thus be more insupportable than 
whole ^gesof the. most exquisite misery which ilesh 
and blood is capable of enduring in this present life. 
Oh !. were we but careful to lay these things fairly 
before us, they surely would check us in our hottest 
and most eager pursuits, and convince us that no con- 
sideration can-be sufficient for the commission of one 
deliberate sin.- Now this is what the example of 
Judas may be serviceable to us in. We may profit 
ourselves of it greatly by those fruitless pangs of re- • 
morsey which God: rejected when He had first been- 
rejected by his obstinacy; by its working in us a 
dread of that justice and indignation, which will not 
always .be inkeated. if w% outstand the season of 
graee 9 byi convincing us of the wisdom of that ad- 
vice» .which otherwise our own sad experience will, 
confirm when it is too late : Flee from sin as from the 
face of a serpent ;for, if thou earnest too near it, it will 
bite thee : the teeth thereof are as the teeth of a lion,

slaying the souls of men; AB ndquity is as a Mio* 
edged sword, the wounds whereof cannot be healed^. 

2. SeconeBy, The instance before ua ahonkt be a 
discouragement, as against all tetnptaticms and de* 
liberate offences in general, so more espedally against 
comtcfusness^ Tis not for nothing that our Lord hath 
given that very solemn warning in this matter psoti^ 
eulaily ; Take heed and beware of covetoiunes»\ He 
knows how apt this vice is above all others to get 
within us, and how powerful to ovothrow all regttrd 
for God and religion. Upon this account, when the 
devil had been baffled m other attempts, ke malm 
this effort i4)on our blessed Saviour; AU these things 
will I give Thee, if Thou wiU fdU donm and worship 
me'« Hence St Paul tells, us that the hve of money 
is the root of all evil'; that they who wiH be rids^ that 
is, who resolve and make it their busmess, and stick 
at nothing which may help them to be so, faU into 
^ t€mptationandasnare,and'intomanyfboiishandhurtfiU 
, bists, which drown men in destruction and perdition^ 
And certainly it ought to add no sn^all weight to 
those testimonies, that the most detestable viUainy 
that ever was thought of under the sun was owing' to 
the force of this temptation ; that the only instance of 
a despairing sinner left upon, record in the New T^a* 
tament is that of a treacherous and greedy Jadas« 
Nor let us vainly suppose ourselves above ths power 
of this lust : for who shall presume to be secure* 
,when a friend, a disciple, an apostlei a preacher of

He disturbs the enjoyment of their ill-gotten wealth* 
tiixnsi theiir polluted ^ns into their greatest curse 
a|)d tocinent ^ and^ instead of all the ad](rantage aud 
happiness they pn^posed to themselves, leaves theio 
noting of ibev wicked puccbase in their hands but 
anxieiy anid anguish^, terrors and discontwt h tbis 
moxH, and everlasting misery in the next 
. .3. Xhirdiy, and lastty. The example of Judas hex9 
imtmcts.ns, what fidse measures those men go upon* 
wiho saeasureitibe trutb and efficacy of their repentance 
by tiiA inward agonies and si^fferings of their own 
minds : as if Qod could oever Wing a dnner to 
baavea any other way thasL by l^ing him. through 
the Dsgionft of hell* 'Tia tirue, indeed^ no/man rer 
pents.tculywitbout a vor^ serious and afflicting conr 
earn for having ofi^ded» But tben this must be m 
aetiveapd a 6»itful. sorrow, such as produces a justi 
displeasnrei against ourselves, aa kreconcUable hatred 
of sin, vigoKQua resolutions^ and a watcjiful eare to 
avoid lit for tha&tuie. And it is not a slight and 
siqperficial soirow that. will saf&ae for theaepurposes^ 
But be thftdegcee of smart, more, or less, whatsoevei? 
woricAth. repentanjoe (that is,.effi9Cl»aUy ebanges <nnp 
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Spirit and b^kavjour) is iftntboutdoubt a godly s&mou^, 
atid> great' and painful enough. Let us then try our 
sorrow by these marks, and judge of the degree by 
the effects: for this rule- can never decdive^us^ But 
to measuTO its efficacy by the degree is a very pre^ 
posterous methody.and liable to many great aiid iktal 
mistakes* For no remorse is so afflicting ks^that. 
t^hich shuts men oiit^from all comfort : and yet this 
i^morse is- of all other the most fruitless^ and the 
farthest off from true repentance. 
' There may be^ and there often is great danger in the 
very degree of our sorrow. For if this degenerate into 
astonishment and perplexity of hearty into the darkness 
of horror and confu^o'n, into distrust of mercy through 
Ghrisi, and a persuasion that our sin is greater than 
can ever be forgiven, it is as displeasing toOod, and as 
desirnctive to repentance^ as it is tormenting and un- 
comfortable to the patient's ownsislf. So that where 
these terrors are not the effect of disease, and a me- 
lanchdy constitution, (as very oftoi' they are), they 
ought to be looked upon as a fresh aggravation of 
the fault* For this reason God promises to heal the 
broken' in heart, to pour balm into these spiritual 
wounds by reviving hopes and seasonable consola* 
tions^ and the supporting sense of His favour, and 
readiness to be .reconciled, and the cheering prospect 
of an- everlasting bliss which shalL wipe - away all 
tear$ from the eyes of these jhous moumeis. And 
upon the same account St. Paul commands the Co- 
rinthians, ^o forgive and restore the incestuom person 
whom they had cast out of the church, lest perhaps 
SHch an one should be, swallowed vp vrith ^ overHmuh 



, ^errmp *• In a * word, Qod valoen men'« refonnaiion 
! more dian their . sighs ^ and tears. Indeed He values 
these ' only so iar as . they contribute to that ; and 
those men . are sorry as they ought, who are so sorry as 
tQ^sin no more. . Let no man therefore distract himself 
! with vain and fantastical notions in this matter ; but 
let us every one now so lament our past offences a» 
to forsake, and amend them. And blessed are all 
they who thus mourn ; for they shall not fail to be 
comforted.

The people of Thy hoMness 
have possessed it but a little while : wr adverseries 
have trodden down Thy sanctuary.. We are Tbtne: 
Thmi' never beasest rule over then; they were not 
called by Thy name. 



COMMENT. 

This 4^hapter consit^ts of three paits. In the Jirst 
(ver. I to 7) the prophet describes a victorious de- 
liverer, veturniag jfrom the. slaughter of his own and 
God's enemies. In the second (ver. 7 to 15) he 
breaks out into praise for all the wonderful mercies 
bestowed on His cluirch and people; recounts the 
many signal appearances of His power m their favour, 
down from their rescue from the bondage of ^ypt; 
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he enlarges upoaliie cbnducting them- over the Red 
Sea through the wilderness to the land of. promise; 
whereat length He. fixed them, and caused them to 
rest; and be interiningleawith the mention of .these 
blessings the ingratitude and disobedience of the 
Israelites, which often provoked Qod to chastise 
them with afflictions, and to suffer their enemies to 
gain advantage ov^r them. In the third (ver. 15 to 
the end) he does in the name of that people ear- 
nestly apply, to God by devout prayer ; lament His 
displeasure, and their sins, the wretched cause of it ; 
conjure Him by His former loving-kindness, by the 
relation He bore to them as His children and cove- 
nanted people; by the trust they reposed in Him 
alone, and by their present calamitous condition to 
assert His own right and honour, to deliver His sanc-» 
taary . and church from the insults and tyranny of 
idolaters, who profaned His temple and persecuted 
His truth. 

What particular juncture of circumstances this 
prophecy was directed, to, it is not very material at 
present to spend time in examining. The method I 
am engaged in seems to make it properly my busi- 
ness to apply this scripture to such meaning and 
purposes, as the church by appointing it a part in 
the office of this day intended we should take it in. 
And therefore that signification, which is allied 
most nearly to the other portions of Holy Writ, 
amongst which it stands in our liturgy, and, to. the 
design of this week's devotions, will need no other 
reason., to recommend it to us. . 

Now iathefo'st of those parts, which seems chiefly 
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to call for our meditation^ the prophet introduces 
some person wondering at « surprising object which 
then presented itself. 'By that person some under- 
stand the prophet himself in a vision ; others^ as St. 
Jerome, the holy angels. The matter of this wonder 
is aconqueror returning bloody from battle : of Whom 
the following' account is given. by way of dialogue; 
and in answer to the questions, who he is ? and, why 
so habited? — that a mighty victory had been ob- 
tained, at the expense of much blood and slaughter; 
by the powerful but single arm of this mighty war- 
rior ; that by this victory a total rout was given to 
his a.dversaries at a time when, if he had not engaged, 
no other was disposed^ no other able to have quelled 
the outrage and havock they were making: and that 
the stained garments he then wore (ver. 1.) demon- 
strated the sharpness' of the engagement; as his 
mien; and mantier of approach <leiK>ted the invin- 
cible greatness of his strength. 

By this description there cannot, I conceive, be 
any reasonable doubt whether we be not now invited 
to contemplate the hardships, and the success of 
that combat with the enemies of our souls^ by which 
Christ brought salvation to mankind. For such was 
His conquest of sin and death, when He wrested the 
prey out of the hands of Satan, and, as the apostle 
expresses it, spoiled principalities and pimers, trimnphr 
rng aver them' in His cross. . A conquest fifU of won- 
der, that in the lowest ebb of seeming weakness dis^ 
O0vered so-much of bidden po^er; that made the 
once infamous and accursed tree an -instrument of 
hois9|ir ta Himself; and of blessings to the whole 
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ivodd ; tomed the object <3i all inen'9 avemM and 
i^om to a means of drmoing fdl men to Him; de» 
fitroyed death by aiduring it; by the pouring out of 
His own blood took vengeance on the malice of that 
wicked i^irit which spilt it ; and by the agonies of a 
body expiring under anguish insupportable hath pre- 
vented the everlasting tonnaits of mcuiy miUions of 
souls. 

. Such glorious effects as these deserve a place in 
pur thoughts at this time; that they may put to si-- 
lence the impertinence of those cavils, which unthink- 
ing and irreligious people do from therhistcnry of ouv 
Lord's death and sufieriaga ti^Le the confidence to 
start; and which, when that history is so oft ineul* 
eated, and uppermost in our minds, (as now it ought 
to be), the. taaipter may snatch ibis as a favqumbfe 
opportunity for suggesting* Were we indeed ta read 
the bare nanrative, and rest in mattes c^ fact alone» 
it might appear altogether unaccountable how God 
(du)uld give His own Ueased Son^ how diot eo-etemal 
Son should give Himself to so much misery and 
shame : but by joining the Bpistk and Ga^pel of 
this day together, the reason of that mysterious dis* 
pfnsation is in some degree explained to ns. The 
sufferings related there are abnndflmtly justified by 
the bweflcial consequences ascribed to them here* 
It would ilL beoome^^us^ sorely, who enjoy the ben^ 
--^wha aie indeed the puidiaee— -to deem the «e* 
dqmption <^ fallen man too deariy bought, or un- 
worthy for the Soa tor undertake, since Qod> in 
inevcy, was pleased to esteem it otiierwise. 
But as the advantagea arising fmn hence imite 



ihd jSfness and reasarmbhnesB ; so does aaotber argu^ 
vmA furnished by the pro^ct here argue the neces^ 
sUy of this dispefisatfcHi. For» by saying diat Ek 
trod the Unn^preu alone, that there was no helper^ aad 
the like, he does in effect affirm, as St« Peter did 
afterwards to the Jewish synagogue, that there is no 
other, hf whom men can be Mved\ Kone less than He 
who undertook it was capable of procuring so glo^ 
rions a deliTerance; No mere man could be free 
£rom sins of his own; and all who are not so must 
stand m need of Uie sacrifice of another. Or if any 
man 0ould be supposed wholly innocent, that inno^ 
eence could only saire. himself* He therefore, that 
could Tanquish sin, and death, and hell for othen^ 
must be inueh more than mm* And he, who would 
attempt it upon the same t^rms our Jesus did, must 
ba-muoh move timn man too. For greater love than 
tU$ haih no man, that he lay dovn his l^e for hk 
friends^; but to die, and so to die for enemies, and 
reb^, and traitors, (and sinners are all these) is a 
perfeetioD of lo¥^ to which He only eould come up 
Who is Lone itself ^ 

To Him,, therefore, let ua with all humility and 
thankfulness ^ve the whole ^k»y of this aoUe 
achievement ;. acknowledging all our happiness^ and 
all our hopes, to be. the' effect, not of our own, not of 
any other's, but eul^y due to His invaluable merita 
i^et us, like the piopbst here, when publishing His 
kkidnes^ md refleeting (aa ai this time particularly 
waaxe.bM»d to. do) how dear il hatli cost Hkn, not 
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forget at the same time to lament those sins of ours; 
which added to His account. For if Isaiah found . 
it reasonable in terms so affectionate, to magnify his 
people's deliveranee out of Egypt, and settlement in 
the promised land, how: insensible,* how unworthy are 
they who read and hear, the release from a heavier 
tyranny, the destruction of a spiritual Pharaoh, the 
passage into the true and heavenly Canaan opened at 
the expense of our Leader's own life, without impres- 
sions as grateful as human hearts can admit ? If the 
prophets confess, that, after all those extraovdinary 
appearances of Almighty God in their behalf. His 
people's disingenuous behaviour turned Him to be 
their enemy; how greatly ought we to fear, how 
carefully to avoid any unworthy returns to One Who 
hath loved us so tenderly; which may justly alienate 
His affection from us, and be at onoe our eternal ruin 
and reproach ? If He, again, thought the former fa- 
vours of God, and the remembrance of His covenant, 
proper inducements to incline His mercy ; with what 
confidence may we be allowed to approach Him in 
the anguish of our souls, in distresses and tempta*- 
tions, and when we plead His Son's name and nfterits 
for ascceptance, and depend for- all proper succours 
.rad comforts upon the goodness, which hath not 
only done, but endured so milch for our sakes. . 'Tis 
true, our difficulties are many, our enemies .mighty, 
ourselves impotent to the last degree. But let it be 
remembered for our support, that more are they that 
are with us, than all > that are or can be against us: 
that the heat of the action is over, and we march 
against a . force already, discomfited. He That is 
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mighty to save. He That hath trodden the wine press of 
His Father^s wrath alone, hath broken them in His 
anger, and trampled them in His fury* » And all the 
representations of His bitter sufferings^ 'which we are 
now especially conversant with, are not only so many 
intimations how much this conquest cost Him^ but 
certain evidences withal^ that the bloody field is won*. 
And all the pmyers and tears, the fastings and 
mournings^ that now humble our souls, and exercise 
our bodies, are not the proper and efficient causes of 
this conquest, but the instruments of applying and 
securing it to us. They are acts of repentance and 
obedience, which hope to be accepted in the Beloved, 
not in any virtue of their own abstracted from Him ; 
decent expressions of gratitude and love to a Saviour, 
so liberal of Himself for our salvation. Thus we may 
die after Hisr exatbple ; die- to th^ sins which pierced 
His' soul to death ; and, rising again to righteousness, 
conquer as He hath done ; conquer our vicious appie* 
tites effectually, and trample down every unruly 
passion. So shall we be qualified to attend, to bet^r 
a part in His triumphs ; and in the midst of our re- 
ligious sympathies, when melting away in sorrow for 
His agonies and death, have a right to sustain our 
spirits with the prospect of a part in the glories of 
Hi3 resurrection.

THE GOSPEL. 

ST. MARK XIV. 

After two days was the feast of the passover, and 
of unleavened bread i and the chief priests and the 
scribes sought how they might take Him by craft, 
and put Him to death. But they said. Not on th0 
feast day, lest there be an uproar of the people. 

And being in Bethany in the house of Simon the 
leper, as He sat at meat, there came a woman having 
an alabaster box of ointment of spikenard very pre- 
cious ; and she brake the box, and poured it on His 
bead. And there were some that had indignation 
within themselves, and said. Why was this waste of 
the ointment made ? For it might have been sold 
for more than three hundred pence, and have been 
given to the poor. And they murmured against hep. 
And Jesus said. Let her alone ; why trouble ye her? 
she hath wrought a good work on Me. For ye have 
the poor with you always, and whensoever ye will ye 
may do them good : but Me ye have not always. She 
haUi done what she could : she is come aforehand to. 
anoint My body to the burying. Verily I say unto 
you. Wheresoever this gospel shall be preached 
throughout the whole world, this also that she hath 
done shall be spoken of for a memorial of her. 

And Judas Iscariot, one of the twelve, went unto 
the chief priests, to betray Him unto ^thern. And 
when they heard it, they were glad, and promised to

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give him money. And lie sought how he might con- 
veniently betray Him* 

And die first day of unleavened bread, when they 
killed the passover, -His disciples said unto Him, 
Where wilt Thou that we go and prepare that Thoa 
mayest eat the passover ? And JELe sendeth forth two 
of His disciples, and saith unto them, Go ye into th^ 
cityj and there shall meet you a man bearing a 
pitcher of water : follow him. And wheresoever he 
shall go in, say ye to the goodman of the house. The 
Master saith, Where is the guest chamber, wheie I 
shall eat the passover with My disciples? And he 
will shew you a large upper room furnished and pre« 
pared : there make ready for iis. And His disciples 
went forth, and came into the city, and found as He 
had said unto them : and they made ready the pass- 
over. And in the evening He cometh with the twelve. 
And as they sat and did eat, Jesus said. Verily I say 
unto you. One of you which eateth with Me shall be- 
tray Me. And they began to be sorrowful, and to 
say unto Him, one by one. Is it I ? and another said, 
Is it I ? And He answered and said unto them. It 
is one of the twelve, that dippeth with Me in the 
dish. The Son of man indeed goeth, as it is written 
of Him : but woe to that man by whom the 8on of 
man is betrayed ! good were it for that man if he had 
never been born. And as they did eat, Jesus took 
bread, and blessed, and brake it, and gave to them, 
and said. Take, eat : this is My body. And He took 
the' cup, and when He had ^ven thanks. He gave it

This fell of St. Peter, however, as it ought to be 
allied fer a necessary mortification of our vanity, 
ISO BQ«y it likewise serve us for a support under our 
fHttltiea' and temptations. But then ^his is a com- 
fort;; which can be regularly administered to none, 
except to them who are careful to be like him m that 
repentance, wh^eof we have also anticcountinthe 
Scripture now under consideration : for as his fault 
wa^ Sudden and surprising, so was his recovery speedy 
and effectttah Long it was not before he was awak- 
ened into recollection, by a pitying look of his* in- 
jured Master, and the crowing of the cock. Inlme'^ 
diately upon the reflection he forsook the guilty scene 
of hisibul offence, sought a convenient place for re* 



tjied thoughts, melted away in tears for the horrot.of 
tiis crime, and from henceforward became agiiiH,tij^,^ 
^ame faithfui, afFectionate, uadaunted St. Peter h^ 
iad been before. The book of Acta informs, uq ^ 
large, what noble reparation he afterwards niad^ fg'ij 
this breach of faith ; how vigorous and bold he was-i% 
preaching j how forward and even joyful in sufferingr 
for the gospel of his once denied Lord. And th^i 
same Jesus, Who foretold by what means he ghoulii, 
offend, did shortly after let him understand by wkfftr, 
^ath he should glorify God '. Now all these are testi-. 
naonies of greater value, because they were the longaq^ 
constant practice of a settled faith, the course oXiQi^^^ 
years, the habit and the sense of the man; \vber@9& 
his crime, though exceeding great, was but of sh^i^ 
continuance; the eifect of fear and infirmity ingpe^ 
' measure ; and not so much the act of (]ie man, as the. 
v^olence of passions and temptations which bad then^ 

almost unmanned him. ■. . , ,, ,, ^ . ,- 

The same methods must we be sure to follow, wheo 
it shall please God to suffer any grievous temptation 
to overtake us. We mttftHipflh the first sense of our 
fault burst through, and break our snare ; a£Bict our 
EOuls with a 30^w.,->thai ma^ carry^^om^ proportion 
to the sad occasion of it ; not tarry a moment in the 
way of temptation; nevef Jeek ba<ik ujxin our misde- 
meanours without a just abhorrence; and above all 
use our utmost diligence to bring honour to virtue 
and religHHi by our future practice^ "T^s trnfe, in- 
d«^iw9 casnot4o cdl,, or any partof •tlui^, without 



ffie"ffifei^!(nce' 'if airtny -gta<»;'-""rfe tJiat^ aloiie'can 
smr^Rm ifiem tkdt 'stand: 't!s that alone muat raise 
liptMm tliaffall*. ' But theBameJeaus, Who Turned 
a^oA'^Peter, and bronght him back to himself, will

and our own profit. The same powerful Intercessor 
prays for every sincere, though feeble servant, that 
Ms faith fail tiot. ■ But tiiey that are ancere should 
rtmei^her they are feeble too; and not, with this 
a'pciifle; sleep in the hour of danger j but watch and' 
jjft^i ^tcli constantly, pray fervently, that they 
et^^4ii6t into temptation ; as knowing by this exam- ' 
jAe.' aind feeling by their own experience, that ^e wil- 
litigtkis of the spirit is not preservative suflScient 
against the vnckedness ofthefUA.

of this sacrament expressly, besides that of remember^ 
ing Him ; yet does this singly, when considered as it 
ought to be, imply all those pious acts and disposi-^ 
tions^ which the treatises of divines upon this sacra- 
ment are usually observed to require, as necessary 
preparations to it. And this it is my design to ex- 
plain and prove under 'my sec(md general head, 
which, I promised, should consist of 
' II. Som^ practical reflections relating to this 
matter. 

Now, first, by remembering Christ and His dcf^th 
is implied a remembrance of the end for which He 
died. This the Scriptures acquaint us, was to take 
away sin by the sacrifice of Himself^ : to deliver us 
from the guilt and punishment of it by suffering in 
our stead ; and to set us at liberty from the dominion 
of it by the assistances of His grace. But the Scrip- 
ture does as plainly infoim us, that these benefits are 
confined to the penitent only ; and therefore to pre- 
tend to this remembrance, without sincere endeavours 
to promote that end, is mockery and affront to His 
sufferings. Consequently the remembrance of Christ's 
death in this sacrament is an obligation to hearty 
sorrow for our sins already past; to stedfast pmr- 
poses of living better for the time to come ; a^d to 
actual amendment in pursuit of those good purposes. 

Secondly, He who remembers Christ dying for him 
is supposed to have a due sense of the merit and effi- 
cacy of that death. He must believe that Gbd hath 
accepted it in full satisfaction to His offended justicej

ftnd set HijB forth fks a propitiation, in Whoin W# 
faaye forgiveness and acceptance. Consequently ho 
approaches this table with assured persuasion, that 
the great work of redemptioa is accomplished* By 
this persuasion he feels himself invigorated and actu^ 
ated perpetually. It is like the soul in his body, ani-> 
mating every part : it influences his whole behaviour, 
supports him under trials, arms him against tempta«r 
;tion8, silences his doubts, lays the disquiet of fears 
an4 misgivings to sleep, banishes despair utterly, an4 
jshews him to himself, though most polluted, and un-? 
worthy when considered abstractedly and alone, yet* 
when considered as one for. whom Christ died, the 
^rchase of that Mood which could not be shed in 
vain, and sure to be accepted in and for the beloved 
;^on of God. And thus he attains to another quali- 
iication, declared to be necessary upon our approaches' 
tx> the blessed table, a lively and stedfast faith in 
Christ our Saviour. 

, Thirdly, Hef^that remembers the death of Christ in 

our Lord's meaning, recollects that His bloo4 waai 

^hedi and His body broken for him and for many ; o/ 

as St. John in terms yet more extensive says, that 

,//e is the propitiation, not for his sins only, bu( ako 

for the sins of the whole worlds. And this rjeflectioii 

x^annot fail to awaken those endearments, which na* 

turally grow from m(sn being involved in. the san^e 

xsommon danger and misery, and partaking in tht 

same common deliverance. It will put us in mind» 

&o w by suffering in our nature He hath united iq.

Hinutelf all who share tb«^ nature* . It will rep^ift 
the friendship due to those who are thus .made lieiiv 
of the same hope^.sons of the. same family, membeia 
of the same body, washed in the same baptism, fed 
at the sam^ table with ourselves. This is the infer- 
ence^ made from it by St. Paul, We being mang^ an 
one bread and one body :for we are all partakers of that 
one bread \ It will, in a word, expose most sensi^jr 
the wickedness, the ab^ordity of hatred, or revenge* 
or any malicious grudge, or scorn, or contempt, or 
coldoess* or neglect, towards any for whom Christ 
did not disdain to dieu as well as for us. And tbiifi 
we ^hall airive at ^ third necessary pre-disposition to 
Cpiipmunicating worthily, . that of being in perfect fibtp' 
rity with all men. 

Fourthly ; Remembering Christ and His deaifa doe^' 
also presume a man sensible that he must have bew 
miserable to all eternity without it ; that thisswas ^ 
admirable contrivance for snatching a whole world 
out of the jaws of death and hell ; that it was ai^, ixxi 
stance of unparalleled mercy in God the Father, and 
a mo^t amazing condescension in God the Son,; that 
they aie even monsters of ingratitude who read, land 
hear, and reflect Who it was That died, and whs^t £fe 
endured, and for whom, and see the happy wme* 
quences of His sufferings, if they do not feel tb^ 
hearts wonderfully excited to acknowledge, and mag* 
nify, and publish the praises of their Benefactor and 
only Saviour ; if they do not love Him in return; or 
if th^ think any thing too much, that He thinks fit

and the strictest care never to displease or grieve 

Bim. This is a temper of mind^ which the reason of 

the thing proves to be our duty at all times. But at 

tiie seasons of partaking in onr Lord's body tod 

blood it is so essential, so exceedingly necessary^ 

that then above all things, we must give most hanidt 

did' hearty thanks to God the Fatiaer, the Son, and the 

Hofy Crhost for the reSsmption of the world by the 

death and passion of our Saviour Christ, both God and 

man. Who did humble Himself even to the death of the 

cross, for us miserable sinners, who lay in darkness, and 

ike ihadow of death, that He might make us the chil» 

Sren of God, and exalt us to everlasting life, (Ex-* 

hortation at the Times of celebrating the Oomma« 

nion.) 

Such is the preparation requisite to this holy sa-* 

crament, consisting of habits and dispositions, of 

i^ith Whosoever is destitute he cannot be a good 

Christian : and therefore these are not to be ai^uired^ 

btft strengthened only, and refreshed when men come 

hither. And since in the working these up to as 

high a degree as we are able consists the perfection 

of a Christian life, it must needs be of great use and 

strong obligation, that we lose no opportunity of 

doing it. The neglect and the careless receiving of 

the Lord's supper are inlets to aU manner of e«il« 

o2 
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And I know not whether the scandaJou^ corruption 
of oar own age and people be more Justly imputable 
to any cause than to the long and general disuse of 
this sacrament, introduced by the confusions and hy- 
pocrisy of the last * century. Meanwhile, since this 
holy ordinance hath* been proved not only a rem^[n- 
brance of our Lord's deaths commanded to be.perpe* 
tual, but also a sure pledge of His love; hpw barbs^^ 
irous are we^to oar own souls in denying th^m the 
best, tho most lasting comfort* of frequently rejoioHig 
in those hopes and assurances^ which are here mo^st 
effectually cherished ? If not for Christ's sake tl^Pi 
(which yet were most unthankful and base), <at 1^^ 
for our own, (which not to do. were most, ix^bni^ai) 
tod stupid), let us beware of affronting so gopd a 
liOrd by refusing His invitations to so much mercy. . Let 
tts not draw upon ourselves the punishment of those 
unworthy wretches, who went one. to his farm, an^tJ^r 
to his merchandise, till they were a.t last exclude<p( fiii^m 
the marriage feast of the great Kif^ % , , ^ , . 
Lastly, From what hath gone before on^ tbiA-OQ^^ 
mon. it is very obvious to observe the reasonabl^p^^ 
of that rubric in our liturgy^^ which contains so g^n^ 
ral a command of communicating at Easter^-, .fpc 
when, indeed, can it be-more properly done.tha^ at 
this holy season? when may we e|(pect mpreypjp^tif 
fill supplies of grace ? when do we put ourselves ^;gore 
directly in the way of it, than by thus d^ing Ii^q^ur

If ever our devotions can be exalted to a pitch in 

any degree worthy of those blessed mysteries^ surely 

it must be then, when the repeated contemplation of 

our Lord's glorious achievements for us has raised 

our heavy souls, and put them on the. wing. If ever 

our faith in Christ be lively and stedfast, it is then 

most likely to be so when we celebrate His conquest 

over death and hell, and take courage from the rout 

how given to His enemies and ours. Ifeverwe be 

touched with deep and tender remorse, and melt intd 

penitential tears, and heartily abhor our faults and 

foUiesy and ourselves for them ; surely this will be thcJ 

effect of reading, hearing, recollecting our dear Re-^ 

deemer'ssufferihgs; the bitterness of His bodily pains, 

the anguish of His soul, and the dreadful punishmehC 

inflicted upon sin in His Person. If ever the lov6 of 

Christ commit a holy violence upon our hearts, and 

constrain us to obedience ^ when are we so preparec^ t<f 

submit to it, and be vanquished, by it, as now that 

Jesus Christ is crucified in our ears, and before our> 

eyes for a whole week together; and hath thereby sor 

fully possessed us with ideas of His most astonishing 

kindness and condescension i . 

So fit, so advantageous a time is this for feeding 
on the body of our Lord \ so scandalous is it not now 
to do this in remembi-ance of Him ; so much is it to 
be feared that they do not remember Christ at all to 
purpose, who refuse this respect to His qommand.

COMMENT. 

I HAVE, in the paraphrase on tins portioB of Serip» 
ture, been larger than is usual; in hopes to deliver 
it, if. possible, from those mistaken notions of un- 
worthily receiving the. blessed sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper, which they, who would excuse their not 
frequenting it, pretend to ground upon this passage 
to the Corinthians. With how little reason they do 
80 this exposition makes it evident ; but, that I may 
make the case plain even to the meanest capacity, I 
4eaize these two things may be farther xonsidered: 

o 6 
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I. That ib^ damnation which Si. Paid here spe^s 
pf > i9 ^ol; c^^emal midoTy ; or rthat which we find else« 
where termed the demnation of helL The apostlQ 
Sufficiently explains his own meaning by adding, (yen 
$0) for this came many are weak and sickly among 
you. Those woids manifestly restrain the damnation 
spoken of before to bodily di^tempers^ and temporal 
punishments ; and that no other but temporal punish- 
ments could be here intended^ follows anavoidabl^ 
from the 32d verse* whei'e this is called. a chastemng 
of the Lord,, to prevent some worse condemnati(»i. 
•Kqw eternal damnation hath nothing of the nature of 
a chastisement in it ; it is entirely an act of venge- 
ance. Nor is there any worse or future condeamatioa 
to follow, against which t^at can possibly be inflicted 
las a warning or reitiedy. . Consequently, the damna* 
tion, by the fear of which men commonly profess to 
be terrified from this sacrament, is altogether different 
from that mentioned here, and hath nothii^ to do 
with the text of St. Paul. 

2* As the punishment our people now scaxe theat* 
selves with is not, so neither is the unworthiness they 
profess to suspect themselves of, the same with thai 
of these Corinthians. For the clearing this point kt 
it be observed, that in the primitive church itwaa 
customary to bring to their rdiigious asseioblies, every 
one as he was able and disposed, provisionsforacoQL«> 
mon entertainment.

Hence 
it became a general custom to receive the sacrament 
of the Lord's Supper singly : and hence» instelid of 
offering bread and wine in kind, money was brought 
for the support of them that minister in holy things, 
and for the relief of the poor. And such ccm^bu* 
f;ions were, by public order, deposited in the hands of 
proper persons, most likely to know their several ne* 
oessities, and to proportion this relief aceordmgly* 
• Is it not now as clear as the light, that in a church 
like ourSy where the consecrated elements arefhr- 
nished at the public expense, where no man brii^ or 
takes his own supper, but all is delivered by the mi* 
nister without any respect of persons, where dislsribar 
|km is made equally, decently, devoutly, and as nigh 
to the primitive institution as can well be imagined; 
is it not clear, I say, that the unworthiness charged 
upon the Corinthians neither is, nor possibly caa be 
ours ? And if so, it must follow, that these texts of 
St. Paul are perverted to a very wrong use, when 
made the pretence of keeping men from the holy table, 
whose present circumstances have no manner of con* 
cern in, or relation to them. 

I readily allow, that mea may be under the dai^tf 
of receiving unworthily, upon several other aecoonts 
as well as this. Every notorious offisnca against, 
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rery ^mlfol failiRe in th6 particulaTs which' my hat 
isconrse laid down ais fit preparations for this blessed 
rdiimiice, does without question render them unwor- 
by. But bow dees St. Paul proceed upon this oo* 
lasiozi? B J those expressions^ Do this, as oft as yt 
hall drink it, in remembrance of Me : and as oft as ye 
ictt this bread, and drink this cup, ye do shew the Lord's 
death till He come, (Ver. 25» 26,) he abundantly inti- 
mates that this is a duty which ought frequently to 
be performed. So the first Christians plainly unde^* 
stood it ; for they seem to faaye made this as constant 
a part of their, public worship as any other. Again^ 
after denouncing the judgments of God eigainst un- 
wcnthy communicants^ he does not for prevention df 
these exhort them to consult their own safety by ab« 
staining altogether^ hnthy examining and Jiidging 
themselves, BXiA so eating of that bread and drinking of 
that cup. (Ver. 28.) Thus did the apostle; thus 
does our church argue. If any man say, I am a 
griemus sinner, and therefore am afraid to come: 
wherefore then do ye not repent and amend? When 
God^allethyou, are ye not ashamed to say, ye toill not 
come? When ye should return to God, mil ye excuse 
yoursekes, and say, ye are not ready? Consider jear^^ 
mttly with yourselves, how little such feigned excuses 
mil avail before God. (Second Exhortation.) In 
short, he that comes not, and he that comes unwor« 
thily, are both of them in a dangerous and damnable 
state. The former because he will not use his best 
remedy ; the ktter because he pro&hes and abuses 
his best remedy. And there is but one way for both 
to l)e lafe f which is by comiag as often^ and as welt 
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prepared M they can; and then God will not fail to 
forgive and kindly to accept them. 
- Bid men but consider, {what is moat oeitainly 
true) that every act of religion, public or private, re-« 
quires the very same disposition of mind with ti^is 
sacmment ; that no man is fit (for instance) to say the 
Lord^i Prayer, who is not fit to eat and drink at Hk 
•table} that reading, and hearing, and praying unwoi^ 
thily (that is, without due leverenoe, and in the lore 
4md indulgence of any wilful sin) is damnable, as well 
as unworthy communicating ; they would soon see 
pause to. alter their measures with rebition to this 
mait9r. They would find that the excuses usual^ 
alleged for the neglect of this would^ . if punned' 
through their just consequences, hold every whit as 
strongly for casting*oiF every branch of solemn wor^* 
ship enjoined by the Christian religion^ t speak nei 
this with the least intent to lower the rei^iect and 
care due to this holy ordinance ; God 'forbid : hatt 
would gladly heighten it for others; suoh as pmyer^, 
public and private/ hearing God's word, and the* like ; 
which are too commonly done as things of ^ couiaew 
And yet there is not one of all these, the due perfocm* 
anee whereof does not require the same sorrow.foF: 
our past sins, the same stedfast purposes of amead* 
ment, the same faith in Christ, the same chaitty to 
our fellow Christians and to all men; as does ocmam* 
nicating at the blessed taUe* No man is aiooepted 
by God in any of these, who is nbt fit to come tatk9 
other. To say all in a word ; no man who lendd^i 
good life can ever be unprepared for .the Lord's. Sup« 
per} and no man who Ic^ a bad one can come pit^ 
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pai^l^ tbiati or to ai^ OhtiBtian ordinance wliatso^ 
ever. • - 

i llids mndi, I hope, may also serve to shew thig 
vanity of another sort of unpreparedness^ commonly 
alleged :*^the want^ - 1 mean^ of leisure to retire so 
mflfiky hoars^ or to ^ay so inany prayers, before each 
ec^noninion; These are, no question, very proper 
e:Eeroiises, when men have oppo^rtanities for them^ 
and no man can take too much pains with himself td 
afflict his soul with remorse, or to raise his affections 
and devotion on such occasions. But to think that 
by these meditations and prayers we are> and tibat 
withont them we cannot be prepared, is rank supers 
stition, and an error that draws a .world of ill con3e* 
quenoes after it* For even those prayers, if we hold 
fast rniy 4arling lnst» are an abominatioii ; an hypot 
pney tli»t naocks God, aad deludes, one's own 9ouJL 
Andr L wish aU* pecqde could be made duly sensibloi 
that V although, a week's preparQtiou, when such e;K«» 
traoi^dmary addresses are added to a conscieme void 
of'sffkme, toward God and toward man, may be es<r 
ceodn^ well; yet nothing can be depended upon^ 
but' a ccHnmunicating frequently and reverently ; and 
living, between one opportunity atid another, as if we 
Weire ^very day to communicate. To cease to do 
evil, and learn to do well; to love God, and keep His 
commandments ; to follow the works of our calling 
with indosUy ; and to provide for our families with 
honesty ; to trust to God's good providence, and be 
C(»itent witfar our condition ; to preserve unity in the 
chun^r p^oe and order in the state; to study to be 
quiet, to do our own business, and the .duty of the 
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eapaeity 'and the/ ndoiions we Btadd mc* to' abhor 
mideannessy and evil-speaktng, and all fmcfaaritable* 
n^S this is true pr^amlaoQu And he thai thus 
penuaunioatesi though at a minute's wamixig, witt 
never be rejected of God, or deserve to be condemned 
by^ men. And therefore men v^ould do well to ocm* 
sider this; and how they can answer either living 
out of such a state^ or neglecting the sacrament when 
they are in it*

ST. LUKE XXIII, 

And the ivhole multitude of them arose, and led 
Him unto Pilate. And they began to accuse' Him» 
saying, We found This Felloiir perverting the natidlii 
a«d forbidding to give tribute ta'Geesar, saying that 
He Himself is Christ a King. And' Pilate asked 
Him, saying, Art Thou the King of the Jews ? And 
He answered him and said. Thou sayest it. l%en 
said Pilate to the $hief priests and to the people, I 
iind no fault in This Man. And they were the moke 
fierce, saying. He stirreth up the people, teaching 
throughout all Jewry, beginning from Galilee to this 
placCf When Pilate heard of Galilee, he asked vrke« 
ihet the man were a Gralilean. And as soon as he 
kttew that He belonged unto Herod's jurisdiction, he 
sent Him to Herod, who himself also was at Jerusdem 
atthatthne. 
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r ^iid yrben Herod eaw Jesiis^ he^was exceeding 
glad: finr lie was desirous to see Him of a Icng 
Beasoa, because te had heard many things of Hieq ; 
ai)d he hoped to hare seen some miracle done by 
Him. Then he questioned with Him in many wordfi ; 
but He answered him nothing. And the chief priests 
and scribes stood and vehemently accused Him» 
And Herod with his men of war set Him at nought, 
and mocked Him, and arrayed Him in a gorgeous 
robe» and sent Him again to Pilate. And the same 
day Pilate and Herod were made friends together: 
for before they were at enmity between themselves. 
. And Pilate, when he had called together the chief 
priests and the rulers and the people, said unto them, 
¥e have brought This, man unto me, as one that 
]^rv!erteth the people: and, behold, I, having ex- 
^ypoined Him before you« have found no fault in this 
nan touching; those things whereof ye acci«se Him ; 
UOii not. yet Herod: for I sent you to him, and, lOj 
^thing worthy of death is done unto Him. I mil 
thtfiiefore chastise Him, and release Him. (For mf 
Ii^es8% he .must release one unto them at the feast.) 
^nd they, cried out all at once, saying) Away with 
^lisi man, and release unto us Barabbas: (who for a 
^0i?taia sedition made in the city, and for murdei?, wa6 
e^ into prison.) Pilate therefore^ willing to release 
JesuB, spake agap to them* £ut they cried, saying* 
Crucify Him, crucify Him* And he said unto them 
the diird timOi WJtiy, what evil hath He done? I 
have found no cause of death in. Him : I wiU tbero^ 
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fore chastise Hini> and let Him go. And they were 
instant with load voioes, requiring that He ndight b^ 
crucified. And the voices of. them and of tbechi^f 
priests prevailed. And Pilate gave sentence that it 
fil^onld be as they required. And he released untb 
them him that for sedition and murder was cast intd 
prison, whom they had desired; bat he deliv^ed 
Jesus to their will. And as they led Him away, they 
laid hold upon one Simon, a Cyrenian, coming out ^f 
the country, and on him they laicl the cross, that he 
might bear it after Jesus. 

And there followed Hima grtot company '6fpeopI<d^ 
aiid of women, which also bewailed and lamented 
^im. But Jesus turning unto them said. Daughters 
of Jerusalem, weep not for Me, but weep for your- 
selves and for your children. For behold, the day9 
are coming, in the which they shall say. Blessed are the 
barren, and the wombs that never bare, and the pap9 
which never gave suck* "Hien shall they begin ta 
say to the mountains. Fall on us ; and to the bilk; 
Cover us. For if they do these things in a greet} 
tree, what shall be done in the dry ? And there were 
also two other, malefactors, led with Him to be put 
to death. And when they were come to the places 
which is called Calvary, there they crucified Him^r 
and the malefactors, one on the right ^and, and tim 
other on the left Then said Jesus, Father, fotgive 
them ; for they know not what they do* And they 
parted His raiment, and cast lots. And the people 
stood beholding. And the rulers also with them de<^ 
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lided HiiBs i9aying» He $aryed others ; let Him save 
Himself^ if He be CbmU the Chosen of God. And 
the soldiers also mocked Him» coming to Him, and 
Offering Him vinegar, and saying, If Thou be tlie 
king of the Jews, save Thyself. And a superscript 
tion also was written over Him in letters of Greek, 
a^d Latin, and Hebrew, THIS IS THE KING OF 
-THE JEWS. And one of the malefactors which 
were hanged railed on Him, saying. If Thou beChrist, ^ 
43^ve. Thyself and us. But the other answering re* 
buked him, saying. Dost not tfaou fear God» seeing 
^hpu art in the same condemnation ? And we indeed 
j\uBitljr.; for we reoeijife the due reward of our deeds: 
Wt this man hath dorio niotbing amiss. And he said 
unto Jesus, Lordj remember me when Thou comest 
kito: T^hy kingdom. And Jesus said unto him. Verily 
I g^j, unto tbee, To-day «balt thou be with Me ia 
paradises > An^ it wasdboat the sixth hour, and there 
WIL9 a.darkness over all the earth until the ninth hour; 
Adpd the sun w^s'darkened, and the veil of the temple 
was:fent in the, midst. And when Jesus had cried 
witih a* loud voice. He said, Father, into Thy hands 
iicommend My spirit : and having said thus, He gave 
iipithp ghost* Now when the centurion saw what 
wfts: done, xbe .gloi^ified Qod, . saying. Certainly This 
jfta a righteous man. And all the people that came 
tpgedJhertd tbsvt aigh^ beholding the things which 
n^^er^done, smot^ t^ir breasAs^ and returned^ And all 
HisJutquaintf^nCe, and the. ^qmen. thai; followed Himt 
&0i»i<iiidilQe>4tood afai^.off; beliQiding these things* : 
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COMMENT. 

TttBEE are three things in this day's Gospel^ which 
I choose at present to treat of as more especially 
calling for our serious consideration.. 

L The Jint is our Lord's great charity in praying 
for His enemies, ver. 34. Father, forgive them, for 
they know not what they do, 

II. The second is the case of the penitent tfaie^ 
from ver. 39 to ver. 43, inclusively. 

III. The last, our Lord's commending^ His soul to 
His Father, ver. 46. 

Of diese briefly in their order. 

L I begin with our Lord'-s praying for His ene« 
miesi r&c. 34 ; in which He hath set us an example 
of the most p^ect charity : as will appear, if we ob» 
serve. 

First, that the praying God to forgive them im«* 
plies that He Himself fotgave them. For the very 
design of prayer is to beg that God would do that, 
which the person praying is heartily disposed to do ; 
but either cannot compass it at all, or not without 
God's special assistance^ And therefore to ask of 
Him that which if in our own powerive would not 
grant, is turning our devotion into mockery, and a 
piece of the vilest and most impious dissimulaition* 
Tis true that Christ, as God, could bestow 1^ bless- 
ing He here intercedes for. But I have said hereto- 
fore, that in aU those actions which speak subimasion 
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(and such to be sure is prayer) He is to be considered 
as a mere man. The powers of the Divine nature^ 
though actually inseparable from His human, yet are 
at aaeh times to be looked upon as under ayoluntary 
soBpensioii. And therefore neither does the humble 
manner of this intercession prove any thing against 
His divinity ; nor the being God as well as man call 
into question the sincerity of His request ; though 
able in one of these capacities to give that^ which in 
the other He vouchsafed to ask. 

Meanwhile, the point I am upon is sufficiently 
confirmed by our Lord's own command in another 
place : where, as an evidence of laving our enemies, 
nfter doing good to them that hate us, and bkssing 
them that curse us, is added, pray for them that des-^ 
pitefulhf use you, and persecute you **. This is indeed 
the highest^ as well as the most beneficial instance 
of charity : such as no perverseness of our enemies 
can obstruct.; but such, withal, as cannot come ill 
tegularly, till we have brought ourselves to those that 
went before : because they may be couuterieit and 
demgniAg, where we transact with men only : but in 
this God is a party ; and pmyer appeals to Him Ibr 
the earnestness of our wishes, and the int^rity of our 
liearls. 

2. Secondly, The greatness of our Saviour's choi^ 
rity is most conspicuous from the time of putting up 
this prayer. It was not only for men who had per* 
seeuled Him to the death, prefaced that deadi with 
all the caluianies and reproaches, the utmost insolence

and indignities that unrelenting malice could inVenf 
or execute : but it was at the very instant when He 
was expiring under inconceivable torture and aii^ 
guish, and in the most infamous manner bleeding 
out an innocent souK It was for merciless wretchesi 
hardened murderers, who were even then insulting 
over His last agonies, and triumphing in their own 
wicked barbarity. So far above the power of shame, 
^nd pain/and wrong, and still obstinate and exas- 
perating spite, was the firmness and meekness of His 
ixoly mind. And what a pattern have we here to set 
|>efore our eyes ! we, who are generally so soon pro* 
yoked, so violently transported, so implacably in* 
censed at injuries or affronts of no mighty conse** 
quence; so hard to forgive, even when we feel no 
smart ; even when the heat is over, and the damage 
imaginary only. Oh ! how far short is this of His 
.perfection ! how unlike to His true greatness of soul ; 
Who is said, in His patience and charity more espe« 
jcially, to have kft us an example that we should follow 
JHU steps ^ 

. 3, A. third instance of this charity consists in the 
apology made here in behalf of His murderers. Father, 
forgive them, for they know not what they do. They 
might indeed, and ought to have known; but the 
Scriptures bear them witness that if they had known 
Him, they would not have crucified the Lord of Glory ^^ 
This Ignorance is all the extenuation the horror of 
their crime was capable of; and some extenuation it 
always is ; though in proportion less, as the meana of

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knowledge are greater. Thus our Lord does not only 
wish' their pardon, but plead and turn advocate for 
the vilest of miscreants. A noble"^ warning to all His 
4isciples^ that they too when ill treated should make ' 
all possible allowances, and" put the most favourable 
construction upon the wrongs they suffer, that they 
would let ignorance atid infirmities, passions and sur- 
prises, be heard in mitigation of their resentments, 
and by these be inclined to give their own, and to 
beg of God His pardon for the Worst of injuries and 
enemies. » 

• II; The case of the penifent thief was the second 
thing I promised to speak to. And here two things 
are fit to be consid6red. (1.) The comforts it ad- 
ministers when rightly understood. (2.) The false 
security too commonly grounded upon it, and con- 
sequently the great danger of its being misunder- 
stood. 

'. 1; As to the Jirst, it is remarkable that the other, 
evangelists say, the thieves reviled our Lord upon the 
cross •. ' Now> though it be aii usual and very allow- 
able figure of speech to put a plural number foir a 
singular ; yet St. Chrysostom and St. Jerome " have 
•chosen to reconcile those with St. Luke's account 
here, by understanding both to have been guilty of 
it ; but this to have retracted, and to have been con- 
verted as we see. Admitting their interpretation of 
the place, the operations of grace* upon his mind wet*e 
still more wonderfully sudden and strong. But; be 
that as it will, the Scripture furnishes no instance 
. - ' ' * '

H 
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like it^ of so happy a change at a man's last moments. 
The labourers of the eleventh hour are indeed a mighty 
encouragement to all people who have had the misery 
of living long in ignorance and sin : yet those labourers 
had one hour left, in which, we are at liberty to sup- 
pose, they signalized themselves, and wrought with 
extraordinary diligence. But here we have a poor 
wretch almost expiring, certain death upon him, dy- 
ing under public punishmentfor a very heinous crime ; 
and yet, at the end of a life led probably after the 
rate that theirs generally are whose wickedness at 
length brings them to an untimely and scandalous 
end, this creature is softened at once, received into 
favour, and promised a translation from the gibbet 
into paradise that very day. 

This certainly is a monument of mercy, a standing 
comfort to all who truly repent, though at their last 
hour ; an anchor of hope to sorrowful sinners, and a 
plain argument that sincere amendment never comes 
too late. For even they who have long lain in the 
snares of the devil, and through the course of a whole 
life been taken captive by him at his will, shall like this 
reclaimed thief be rescued, accepted, rewarded ; pro- 
vided they like him return to God, and improve their 
never so small remainder of time to the best advan- 
tage. 

But the fatal delusion in this case is, that few peo- 
ple consider what it is to be converted like him. They 
look at the event, but forget the circumstances which 
led to it. And henc» grow those false confidences, 
and the great danger of misunderstanding and mis- 
applying the account of this matter, which I am en- 

6 
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deavouring now to prevent by my second particular 
upon this subject. 

Forwhen this action comes to be thoroughly weighed, 
some things will be found in it very extraordinary, 
some that seldom have^ some that can never have a 
parallel This man, it is probable, had never seen or 
heard of Christ before ; or, if he had it is yet more 
strange that he, who had stood out till then, should 
come in to the acknowledgment of Him now- Now, 
when His enemies were insulting over Him, when His 
own disciples and the companions of His preaching 
and miracles had forsaken Him, when they, who once 
trusted it had been He Who should have redeemed 
Israel, despaired of Him, when the companion of his 
wickedness was at the same time reproaching and 
blaspheming Him ; that he, I say, ^ould, in this 
lowest ebb of misery, and shame, and scorn, that ever 
the Son of God did or could stoop to, throw himself 
upon His protection, acknowledge His kingdom, be- 
lieve Him Lord of a future and better state, and the 
disposer of rewards and happiness after death ; and 
all this upon so surprising a conviction, and in answer 
to the very first calls of grace; this argues so ingenu- 
ous a temper, so noble and so bold a faith, as never 
was outdone, as never can in all respects be equalled^ 
except the same Jesus were again to be crucified. 
For no man's conversion ever had, ever can have, upon 
other terms, the same disadvantages and discourage- 
ments which this man's laboured under, and so ge- 
nerously overcame. 

Might not then St. Chrysostom, as with great force 
he does, rebuke the impudence of those late penitentsi 

u2 
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« • 

vrho presume to take sanctuary in this example ? — 
those, ivho live under the ministry of the gospel/ and 
enjoy both the outward calls of God's word, and the 
Inward solicitations of His Spirit, but turn a deaf 
ear continually to both? — ^who profess to believe a 
risen and glorified Redeemer, to expect Him as their 
Judge, and callHim Lord and King, and have listed 
themselves in His service by baptism; but pay Him 
no degree of that respect which this stranger did, 
when He had rendered Himself of no reputation, ^nd 
appeared in the guise of the vilest malefactor? This 
certainly shews such a difference as must, if reflected 
on, convince all wilful delayers of repentance, that 
they have no precedent to produce for. their confi- 
dence. Indeed, their state is as unlike to his, as that 
of a conversion astonishingly speedy and galldnt is 
to ^n obstinate backwardness and delay : and the 
oiily part of the comparison that holds is that of death 
being at the door. 

> That God should communicate the assistance of 
His grace very liberally to one so' disposed to close 
with the first motions of it as this thief, agrees witji 
those exalted notions of His goodness^ which both 
reason and revelation have given us. Bu,twhatai$- 
^urance can we have froin either of pis readiness to 
assist and bring over those who have received, it in 
yain? Why should they suppose, that. a .Spirit, so 
often driven away, will beat theii* call whenever they 
please, and by a more than common infiuep^cq M^ock 
in them a change, just wben ih^y cqme U> di^, yfbich 
they would never, be.. preyailed upoA.to conc^Tj^ith, 
pr consent to in the whole cpurae of their lives ? No, 
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no. If these men are desirous to find a parallel^ they 
have it here at hand. The other thief, who went out 
of the world railing and reviling, is inuch more likely 
to be the true emblem of their sad condition. . He is 
far from being the only instance of a wicked creature 
given up by God at his last hour;. but the penitent 
thief is the only one we are sure of reclaimed at his 
last hour : and this too for. such an one as cannot be 
drawn into consequence by any Christian, by reason 
of those many circumstances, in which it is not so 
much as possible for this case to agree with that of 
any who shall presume to defer his repentance, though 
but till the next hour. 

Let us therefore deal fairly with ourselves, and 
not read this story by halves. Let us in it contem- 
plate the justice of a provoked, as well as the mercy 
of. a forgiving God. If to-day, while it is called tO" 
day, we do our part ; we have a title to the consola-^ 
tionsofthis case. If we put off, from day to day, 
and continue to harden our hearts, it. contains, not 
one syllable of comfort for us ; but all we build upon, 
it is without foundation. The extent of our lives we 
cannot, but the difficulties of a deathTbed repentance 
we may.certainly know. And if once matters come 
to this pass, we cannot be sure of the power, nay we 
cannot be sure.of so much as the will to repent. But^ 
supposing this also not to be denied us, we cannot 
have the same assurance of being then accepted which 
this thief had. For many things at such a time con* 
cur to deceive us : and whether the good purposes 
then raised in our minds would be stedfast and per- 
petual, God only can foresee. We find by experience 

h3 
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many who have resolved well, if God grant an unex- 
pected recovery, relapse into their old impieties ; and 
do not only deceive others, but themselves too. The 
only course then to be safe and easy is to repent so 
early, that the fruits may put the sincerity of our 
change past any doubt. For we can never have too 
mean a thought of doing this upon beds of languish- 
ing, and at the approach of death. And the most 
that ought to be said in favour of such a delay, is not 
to pronounce it altogether desperate. But this is a 
danger, from which, I hope, the due observance of 
this holy season ' we are now in hath delivered us. 
And if so, then may we, with great equanimity, imi- 
tate our blessed Lord in that act, which I proposed to 
treat of in the 

III. Third and last place, described in these wordsf, 
ver. 46, Father, into Thy hands I commend My spirit. 
The observations, which this furnishes matter for, are 
principally these that follow. 

1. This proves the reality of Christ's human nature, 
with regard to the soul, no less than the body. ' For 
tlie spirit here recommended to God could not be the 
Divine Spirit, which some ancient heretics imagined 
Christ's body to have been actuated by ; but it must 
be the same intelligent part of Him, as mati, which 
is in every one of us the principle of life, and sense, 
•and motion ; because this is it which death dislodges 
from a fleshly mass, no longer in condition to receive, 
and to be influenced by it. 

2. The manner of our Lord's giving up this spirit 
hath generally been thought to carry in it an air of 
authority ^ and to intimate, that as the delivering o£ 
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it was an act of free choice, so the resuming of it was 
likewise fully in His own power. The form made 
use of on this occasion is such as properly denotes 
the leaving goods of value, to be kept by a trusty 
friend till called for again. It may be said, indeed, 
that other, good men, who confessedly have not the 
same power, are found to have committed their souls 
to God in like manner. They have indeed done so ; 
but with this difference : that, in Christ this was a 
declaration of His having purchased immortality for 
human nature, and a sort of claim for raising it from 
the dead ; in others it is an expression of their faith, 
that their souls and bodies shall again be united by 
virtue of that resurrection, which their Saviour's 
rising hath ensured to them. 

3* From hence it follows, that the human soul is a 
substance distinct from the body ; that it lives after 
- it in afstate separate from it ; and such a state as is 
susceptible of happiness or misery. For^ why is the 
spirit here the object of our Lord's care, and deposited 
in God's bands, but because. these phrases are set to 
signify a place of safety from danger, where souls 
shall not only survive, but live too in a manner far 
distant from that in which they lived here : where no 
temptation shall be able to assault, no sin to pollute, 
no a£9iction to discompose them ? This we find to 
have been the sense even of the Jewish church be* 
fore our Saviour's time. The souk of the righteous 
are in the hand of God, and there shall no torment 
touch them. In the sight of the unwise they seemed 
to die, and their departure is taken for misery. And

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their going from us to utter destruction^ but they are 
inpeace^. ♦ • ' . . ,. . 

4. Lastly, From hence there seems also to be 
sufficient foundation for concluding^ that the souls 
of good men enter upon some degrees of bliss imme*. 
diately after their departure out of the body. ^ Espe- 
cially, if together with these words to His Father we 
take Christ's promise, made just before to the peni- 
tent thief> that he should that day be with Him in 
paradise. 

These are particulars which cannot now conveni- 
ently receive an enlargement worthy of them, and are 
therefore recommended to the improvement of the 
reader: who will not find it difficult from hence to 
draw such inferences as may turn to great account ; 
by supporting him under the trials of the present 
life ; by arming him against the immoderate fears of 
death ; and by quickening him in such virtues and 
graces as are necessary to justify his hopes of ex- 
changing this for an infinitely better state, when God 
shall see him ripe for it.

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THE EPISTLE. 

The law having a shadow of good things to come« 
and not the very image of the things,' can never with 
those sacrifices which they offered year by year con- 
tinually make the comers thereunto perfect.^ For then 
would they not have ceased to be offered ? because 
that the worshippers once purged should have had 
no more conscience of sins. But in those sacrifices 
there is a remembrance again made of sins every year. 
For it is not possible that the blood of bulls and of 
goats should take away sins. Wherefore when He 
cometh into the world. He saith. Sacrifice and offering 
Thou wouldest not, but a body hast Thou prepared 
Me: in burnt ofierings and sacrifices for sin Thou 
hast had no pleasure. Then said I, Lo, I come (in 
the volume of the book it is written of Me,) to do 
Thy will, O God. Above when He said. Sacrifice and 
<!>ffering and burnt offerings, and offering for sin Thou 
wouldest not, neither hadst pleasure therein, which 
are offered by the law ; then said He, Lo, I come to 
do Thy will, O God. He taketh away the first, that 
He may establish the second. By the which will we 
are sanctified through the offering of the body of 
Jesus Christ once for all. And every priest jstandeth 
daily ministering and offering oftentimes the same 
sacrifices, which can never take away sins : but This 
Man, after He had offered one sacrifice for sins^ for 
ever sat down on the right hand of God ; from hence- 
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forth expecting till His enemies be made His footstool. 
For by one offering He hath perfected for ever them 
that are sanctified. Whereof the Holy Ghost also is 
a witness to us : for after that He had said before. 
This is the covenant that I will make with them after 
those days^ saith the Lord, I will put My laws into 
iheir hearts, and in their minds will I write them ; 
and their sins and iniquities will I remember no more. 
Now where remission of these is^ there is no more 
offering for sin. Having therefore, brethren, boldness 
to enter into the holiest, by the blood of Jesus, by a 
new and living way, which He hath consecrated for 
us, through the veil, that is to say. His flesh ; and 
having an High l^riest over the house of God ; let us 
draw near with a true heart in full assurance of faith, 
having our hearts sprinkled from an evil conscience, 
and our bodies washed with pure water. Let us hold 
fast the profession of our faith without wavering ; (for 
He is faithful that promised ;) and let us consider one 
another to provoke unto love and to good works : not 
forsaking the assembling of ourselves together, as the 
manner of some is ^ but exhorting one another : and 
so much the more, as ye see the day approaching. 



COMMENT. 



The Epistle for this day, being a continuation of an 
argument carried on in the chapter foregoing, hc^th 
already fallen, in greatweasure, within the compass 
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of a former discourse upon that subject K For this, 
reason it is, that I conceive a paraphrase of the words 
not very necessary, and that all I design to say at 
present shall be somewhat very briefly on these two 
points : 

I. First, That the death of Christ was a true and 
proper sacrifiee for sin ; and, 

II. Secondly, That the sacrifice was offered by 
Him upon the cross. 

I. First, I say, the death of Christ was a true and 
proper sacrifice for sin. The best light we can have 
concerning matters of this nature is derived from the 
ordinances and customs of the Jews and their law: 
Now thence it is certain, that such ceremonies were 
used as plainly intimated a translation of punishment 
and guilt from the person ofiPering to the thing of-\ 
fered, and an acceptance of one life taken away/ as 
substituted in the place of another which by the law 
was looked upon as forfeited. i 

^ To this purpose the owner of the beast devoted 
to the altar, by bringing and laying his hands upon 
the head of it did thus declare his property first, and 
then the free transferring of that property to God, by 
delivering it to death for the ends and uses specified 
in the law. And with allusion to this rite it is, that 
we read of Christ laying down His life, giving Himself 
for us, offering His man body a sacrifice for sin^; and 
many other passs^es of like import. 

It is also certain, that in sin-offerings the party con-

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cemed did confess bis crime over the sacrifice ; thus,: 
as is expressed in the law of the scape^goat, puttivg his 
transgressiohs upon the head of the beast °* ; that such 
beast was afterwards looked on as unclean; that it 
conveyed a legal impurity to those who touched it; 
as 4 being, in the eye of the law, charged with their 
sins, in whose behalf it was offered. This was the 
reason why such sacrifices were not to be eaten, as 
the rest were, by the offerers, but by the priest only \ 
They were esteemed in this regard mediators between 
God and His people ; and their, consumption of it tes- 
tified God> acceptance, an^ the abolition of the sin. 
This, again, , the cause why the bodies of the beasts 
offered on the most solemn occasions of this kind 
>yere carried out, and burned without the camp *. All 
which are ceremonies necessary to be attended to, for 
a right understanding of those very significant p^s* 
sages which speak of God's laying on Christ the ini^ 
quities of us all, of His bearing our sins in His cum 
body, of His being, made sin, and a curse for us, of 
His suffering unthout tliegate of the city^ in conformity 
with the bodies burnt without the camp, and our hav- 
ing a sin-offering oftohicb the Jews have no right to 
eat^. » . . - , 

>■ Once more : It is assigned as a reason for prohibiting 
the use of blood in common food, that this was given 
upon the altar to make an atonement for their souls; and 
hence it is, that. we so often heoi of redemption through 
Christ's blood, o( peace made by the blood of His cross;

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that Himself mentions the New Testament in His 
blood; and the like ^. 

These, and other places of the same nature^ every 
considering man must acknowledge it reasonable to 
interpret in agreement with those in the Old Testa- 
ment, to which they so manifestly allude. And if so, 
it will follow that either the Jews themselves had no 
such thing, or else that the death of Christ was a true 
and proper sacrifice. More truly such, indeed, than 
any of theirs ; as it actually conveyed the benefits^ 
which those could not; as its virtue was inhe- 
rent, theirs only relative ; and as it is the substance, 
of which theirs were shadows and representations.^ 
for that those were no better hath been largely proved 
before : and that this was not only a true and pro* 
per, but a sufficient sacrifice and satisfaction, a very 
few words will suffice to shew, after what I have had 
occasion to urge on this point already. 

How acceptable to God this sacrifice was, it is the 
design of all those texts to inform us, which declare 
His perfect innocence. And this is done, either in 
plain terms, such as doing and knowing no ^m; suffer- 
ing, the just for the unjust ; not needing^ as other 
priests^ to offer first for Himself, and then for thepeo^ 
pie; or with reference to the rule of choosing out the 
best for the service of the altar, as when we find Him 
called the Lamb of God without blemish and without 
spot, the Lamb, That takes away the sin of the world; 
That was slain from the foundation of the world; and

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Thai offered Himself to God without spot, through the 
Eternal Spirit '. 

. The same truth is yet more clearly and fully con- 
tained in those many scriptures^ that ascribe to Him 
our complete deliverance from all the inconveniences 
and miseries^ which sin is any where charged with 
bringing upon mankind. 

Is the sinner in debt to the law, and like bank- 
rupts of old« or criminals under condemnation, liable 
to be given up to the tormentors ? Christ, we are told, 
hath cancelled the hand-writing that was against us, 
nailing it to His cross: He hath given His life a 
ransom for many ; He hath redeemed us from the 
curse of the law; He hath bought us with a price, so 
that in Him we have redemption through His blood, 
even the remission of sins \ 

Have sinners departed from God, alienated His af'^ 
fection, and put themselves in a state not only of dis- 
tance from, but even of enmity against Him? The 
aliens and strangers, who were once etfar of, are said 
to be mdde nigh by the blood of Christ ; and He hath 
reconciled us tq His Father by the body of His flesh 
through death. For which reason we find Him em- 
phatically styled OMT peace, because He hath slain this 
empHy ly His cross \ 

Does sin leave a stain and pollution upon the souls 
of men, such as renders them odious and loathsome

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in the sight of a God, of purer eyes than to behold inir 
quity ? His blood is said to wcish us, to cleanse us from 
all sin, to purge our consciences from dead works ** ; we 
are said to be (like the things purified from legal un- 
cleanness heretofore) sprinkled and sanctified by this 
blood of the covenant, and by that will o/*God^ which 
removed the many imperfect levitical purificatio|is» 
that He might establish this one perfect evangelical 
purification, even the offering of the body of Jesus 
Christ *, as the Scripture now before us ex.pressly as- 
sens* *. "•■ -•• '.■f».r » .^ 

-, Once more : As the dire effects of sin are by no 
images more strongly represented than by, those. of 
wounds and putrifying sores, of sickness, and death '^ 
so neither are the benefits of our Lord's pa^ion at 
^ny time more sensibly expressed than by His stripes 
healing u^, by His quickening them that are dead in 
trespasses and sins, and our living in and by Him Who 
died for its ^, And to shew that the virtue of this 
spiritual restorative knows no bounds. He is said to 
justify men from all things, from which th^y could fwt 
be justified by any former dispensation, and to save 
even the chief of sinners^. . * .. i 

Thus much, I conceive, may very well suffice for 
proving the death of Christ not only a true, but a 
sufficient sacrifice and satisfaction for sin. It only 
remains now, that I shew this sacrifice and satisfac- 
tion to have consisted strictly in that which ifiakes

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the principal subject of our devotions this'day. His 
dying upon the cross for us. . . >. 

.. Now, for a right understanding of this matter, we 
must again be beholden to the guidance of those 
rite* and offices so often referred to in this Epistle ; 
such as were peculiar to the Jews' yearly solemnity 
on the great day of atonement. But we must in the 
contemplation of those rites be sure to take this cau- 
tion along with us — that our Lord is to be considered 
in a double capacity: as the Sacrifice offered, and 
as the Priest offering it. And therefore care must be 
had to distinguish between these two relations ; be? 
tween the acts and effects proper to Him in the. one, 
and. in the other of these qualities. These were in- 
deed united in one and the same, Person at the time 
of this oblation ; but they remained, perfectly distinct, 
and had different subjects in every other oblation 
whatsoever. 

Now, at that day of expiation only, the sin-offer- 
ings were commanded to be slain by the high priest's 
own hand ; and this was an emblem as significant^ as 
the condition of the thing would bear, of our great 
High Priest and Sin- Offering both laying down His 
own /i/e, and voluntarily -o^em/g up Himself for m. 
Of the blood of those sacrifices the levitical high 
priest was to bring part into the holy place : which 
containing the symbols .of God's more special pre- 
sence and favour was, as you have seen before, a fi- 
gure of heaven. Christ, therefore, by ascending into 
heaven with His crucified body performed an act ex- 
actly correspondent to that of the high priest, when 
carrying the blood of the sin-offering into the holy 
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place ; and therefore He is observed to have per- 
formed this part of His sacerdotal office, \vith the 
difference of one or two very material circumstances 
to our advantage. For whereas that figurative sanc- 
tuary was entered with the blood of others (of calves 
and goats) yearly: He entered into the true, the 
heavenly sanctuaiy once only, and then toith His own 
blood. 

The question now arising from hence is, whether 
the atonement under the law were actually made by 
the blood of the sacrifice, when slain in the outward 
tabernacle, or when brought and sprinkled within the 
veil: and in proportion, whether the sins of men, 
under the gospel, be expiated by the death of Christ's 
body on the cross, or, by exhibiting that crucified 
body before His Father in heaven. 

For resolving this doubt, let it be considered in 
what capacity the high-priest entered the holy place ; 
why he entered into it but once a year i axul why then 
not without blood. 

First, then it is manifest, that, on the day of atone« 
ment.the high priest went twice into the holy pl^ce: 
* — once with the blood of the bullock, which was slain 
as a sin-offering for himself and, for his house, the 
second time with the blood of the goat, which was 
^lain as a sin-offering for the people ^ Now, by 
bringing in the blood on the first occasion was signi- 
fied the remission of his own sins, and of theirs who 
assisted in the service of the altar ; and herein he be- 
came the representative of the priestly order, and

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qualified to proceed in offering for others : and thus 
purged, he wore the figure of that Great High Priest, 
Whose perfect innocence exempted Him from a double 
entrance ; as not needing to offer for Himself, in order 
to render Him capable of being accepted for others ^ 
But the second time he entered, he sustained a more 
public character ; representing the whole congregation, 
who virtually, and in the construction of the law, en- 
tered together with him. And, in this regard, he 
resembled our Jesus ; by Whose blood (as we have 
heard this morning) we have boldness to enter into the 
holiest, by a new and living way which He hath c(mse* 
crated for us, through the veil, that is to say, His flesh. 
Secondly, The high priest entering but once (that 
is one day only) in the year, was never intended to 
prove that no sacrifices for sin offered on any other 
day, when he did not enter were effectual for remis- 
sion ; for the contrary is manifest from the law itself. 
But the difference is, that those other sacrifices were 
occasional and personal; and thus far they availed, 
that the parties offering them were purified from those 
particular transgressions then confessed, and restored 
to all the privileges of communion with God in His 
worship. But the effect of the sacrifices offered on 
the day of atonement, and of those only, was general: 
land extended to the benefit of the whole body of the 
people. These therefore were the most express image 
of a Sacrifice to be offesed for the sins of all mankinds 
And a year being a perfect revolution of time, in 
whi(^ all nature seems to have finished its course, the

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allowing this solemn atonement to be yearly and no 
more> was the best intimation which that economy 
was capable of giving, that this great Sacrifice should 
be offered but once, and that it should su&ce to perfect 
for ever the persons sanctified by it. . : •.: 

Thirdly t The high priest, even at that solemn day, 
was not allowed to enter into the holy place without 
blood. By being denied familiar and constant access 
to the presence of God. was intimated that state of 
guilt, which rendered men unworthy to approach Him. 
By being allowed it after the slaying of the sin-offer- 
ing is signified the removal of that . guilt and unwor- 
thiness, in consequence of God's acceptance of the 
sacrifice. So that this access supposes, an expiation ; 
and the bringing in of the blood is not the making 
such expiation, but the evidence of one already made. 
This is the type : and the antitype exactly answers it. 
Human nature while polluted by sin was incapable of 
entering heaven ; our Lord by suffering in this nature 
hath procured to it immortality, and admittance 
thither. He entered there as our common represen- 
tative ; and by that entrance He testifies the expia- 
tion finished ; for so it must be, or ever our nature 
could gain access thither. The ascent then to, and 
residence of our nature in heaven is an argument, that 
God is fully reconciled. The crucified body of our 
Lord dwelling for ever with God is a continual exhi- 
biting of the merits and efficacy of His sacrifice ; but 
the act of entering is not properly a sacrificial act in 
Christ, or of an expiatory nature ; farther than it de- 
clares the sacrifice, and the power of it. It is indeed 
an act of triumph after, and reward for having offered 
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Himself up in tins quality. The death of our Lord 
on the cross answers to the death of the sin-offering 
at the altar. The remission is obtained by means of, 
and consequently is to be dated from the time of 
shedding the blood. Hence is our Saviour said to 
rise again for our justification S And how could that 
be said of Him, if we were not justified till some time 
after He rose ; and if no pardon were obtained till His 
ascent into heaven ? Hence it is said, that the blood 
of the eross made our peace ; and that in the cross, (or 
His body upon it, as some understand that passage) 
He defeated and triumphed over the enemies of our 
souls* Hence again we read, that after He had by 
Himself purged our sins^ He sat dqwn on the right hand 
of the Majesty on high^ : and, in the very scripture 
I am upon, that He after He had offered one sacrifice 
for sins for ever, sat down on the right hand <f God,, 
And^ lastly, hence, we may reasonably presume^ He 
expred upon the -cross with those significsctit words in 
His mouth, It is finished. Of which more in the fol- 
lowing service for this day. . * . •. 
* In the meanwhile I only add, that what hath been 
here advanced commits no violence at all upon those 
texts where Christ's eternal priesthood is asserted; 
for sacrificing, though a part, was yet never the whole 
of the priestly character. Blessing and intercession ai*e 
as essential branches of it as the other. And these 
our Lord continues to discharge with such fulness of 
power, as not to be an humble supplicant for, but the 

'Author and Giver of salvation. He is the bestower

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(and not the asker only) of blessings to them for whom 
He vouchsafes to intercede. And an eternal Priest 
He thus far is, with regard to the sacrificing part too, 
as He hath by that one offering for sin put an utter 
end to, and rendered all repetition of such sacrifices 
not only needless, but unsafe and sinfuL 

Upon the whole matter it is very obvious what 
mighty consolations we may, we ought to take, even 
in the sad solemnity of this day. What tears of joy 
are fit to be mingled with those of grief and penitence ! 
The latter we should be stupid and inhuman not to 
pay to the dismal agonies of our dearest Master ; the 
former we should be unthankful and cruel to ourselves 
not to give to the happy effects of the misery which 
He so graciously condescended to undergo for tis« 
But to make both effectual let us, inflamed with zeal, 
and gratitude^ and love unfeigned, endeavour for our 
own particular, and most devoutly beg for others, (as 
the best of churches teaches us) that the innumerable 
benefits of this blood-shedding may have their fuU 
extent, and free course ; that we, and the whole church 
of Christ, may receive remission of sins, and all the 
other blessed effects of His passion. That He, Who 
hath made a full, perfect, and sufficient sacrifice, oblo" 
tion, aiid satisfaction for the sins of the whole worlds 
would cause His way to be known, and shew His 
saving health to the yet dark and unbelieving nations ; 
and that all who do already know it may walk worthy 
of it. And Oh that the death this day tasted for 
every man may be effectual to the saving of all men! 
Even so, blessed Jesus, by Thine agony and bloody 
sweat, by Thy cross and passion, good Lord deliver uSm 
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THE GOSPEL. ' 

ST. JOHN XIX. 1. 

Then Pilate therefore took Jesus, and scourged Him. 
And the soldiers platted a crown of thorns, and put 
it on His head, and they put on Him a purple robe, 
and said. Hail, King of the Jews! and they smote 
Him with their hands. Pilate therefore went forth 
again, and saith unto them. Behold, I bring Him 
forth to you, that ye may know that I find no fault 
in Him. Then came Jesus forth, wearing the crown 
of thorns, and the purple robe. And Pilate saith 
unto them, Behold the man ! When the chief priests 
therefore and officers saw Him, they cried out, saying, 
Crucify Him, crucify Him. Pilate saith unto them," 
Take ye Him and crucify Him : for I fin^ no fault in 
Him. The Jews answered him. We have a law, and 
by our law He ought to die, because He made Him- 
self the Son of God. When Pilate therefore heard 
that saying, he was the more afraid ; and went again 
into the judgment hall, and saith unto Jesus, Whence 
art Thou ? But Jesus gave him no answer. Then 
saith Pilate unto Him, Speakest Thou not unto me ? 
knowest Thou not that I have power to crucify Thee, 
and have power to release Thee ? Jesus answered. 
Thou couldest have no power at all against Me, ex- 
cept it were given thee from above: therefore He that 
delivered Me unto thee hath the greater sin. And 
from thenceforth Pilate sought to release Him : but 
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the Jews cried out, saying, If thou let This man go, 
thou art not Caesar's friend : whosoever maketh him- 
self a King speaketh against Caesar. When Pilate 
therefore heard that saying, he brought Jesus forth, 
and sat down in the judgment-seat in a place that is 
called the Pavement, but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. 
And it was the preparation of the passover, and about 
the sixth hour : and he saith unto the Jews; Behold 
your King. But they cried out. Away with Hini, 
away with Him, crucify Him. Pilate saith unto 
them. Shall I crucify your King ? The chief priests 
answered, we have no king but Caesar. Then "de- 
livered he Him therefore unto them to be ctucified. 
And they took Jesus, and led Him' away. And He 
bearing His cross went forth into a place called the 
place of a skull, which is called in the Hebrew Gol- 
gotha : where they crucified Him, and two other with 
Him, on either side one, and Jesus in the midst. 
And Pilate wrote a title, and put it on the cross. 
And the writing was, JESUS OF NAZARETH 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. This title then 
read many of the Jews : for the place where Jesus wa[s 
crucified was nigh to the city : and it was^wri<;ten in 
Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin. Then said the chief 
priests of the Jews to Pilate, Write not. The King of 
the Jews; but that He said, I am the King of* the 
Jews.' Pikte answered. What I have written, I haVe 
written. Then the soldiers, when they had cracifikl 
Jesus, took His garments^ and made four' parts/* to 
every soldier a part ; and also His coat : now the coat

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was without seam, woven from the top throughout. 
They said therefore among themselves, Let us not 
rend it, but cast lots for it, whose it shall be: that 
the scripture might be fulfilled^ which saith. They 
parted My "raiment among them, and for My vesture' 
they did cast lots. These things therefore the sol* 
diers did. Now there stood by the cross of Jesus 
His mother, and His mother's sister^ Mary the wife 
of Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene. When Jesus 
therefore saw His mother, and the disciple standing 
by, whom He loved. He saith unto His mother. Wo- 
man, behold thy son ! Then saitlrHe to the disciple. 
Behold thy mother ! And from that hour that disci- 
ple took her unto his own home. 

After this, Jesus knowing that all things were now 
accomplished, that the scripture might be fulfilled^ 
saith, I thirst. Now there was set a vessel full of 
vinegar : and they filled a spunge with vinegar, and 
put it upon hyssop, and put it to Hi^ mouth. When 
Jesus therefore had received the vinegar. He said. It 
is finished ; and He bowed His head, and gave up the 
ghost. The Jews therefore, because it was the pre- 
paration^ that the bodies should not remain upon the 
cross on the sabbath*day, (for that sabbath-day was 
an high day) besought Pilate that their legs migh<; 
be broken, and that they might be taken away. Then 
came the soldiers, and brake the legs of the first, and 
of the other which was crucified with Him. But 
when they came to Jesus, and saw that He was dead 
already, they brake not His legs : but one of the soU 
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diets with a spear pierced His side^ and forthwith 
came thereout blood and water. And he that saw it 
bare record^ and his record is trne : and he knoweth. 
that he saith true^ that ye might believe. For these 
things were done, that the scripture should be ful- 
filled, A bone of Him shall not be broken. And again 
another scripture saith^ They shall look oa Him 
Whom th^ piepced. 



COMMENT. 

The service of the church and the scriptures already 
handled have brought us down to the last act of our 
blessed Saviour's sufferings, and the particular man- 
ner of His expiring upon the cross. These therefore 
shall make the subject of pur present meditation, ac- 
cording to the description given in the chapter now 
before us, (ver. 28, 29, 30.) viz. that Jesus (feeling 
Himself afflicted with a vehement drought usual upon 
the approach of death, but especially in that kind of 
death where extremity of pain, and the loss of blood 
exhaust the spirits in ajmore than ordinary degree) 
complained of thirst : for the quenching whereof when 
His insulting enemies offered Him vinegar to drink. 
He meekly submitted to their cruel mockery; and 
having moistened His holy mouth with it said. It is 
Jimshed: after which He presently bowed His head, 
and gof&e up the gliost. 

There are two things especially observable from 
hence, which require our very attentive oonsideratioD* 
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lirst, The true importance of that saying, It is 
finished; and, 

Secandhf, The particular manner of our Lord's 
dying. These I%ball first explain, and then deduce 
fifom them some proper reflections, 

I begin with the former; the true importance of 
that saying, It isfimshed. 

1. The jf^r^^ and most obvious interpretation seems 
to regard the prophecies conceming Christ. Those 
were so full aiTd express, that there was not any one 
material circumstance, iii thid great concluding scene 
of His life especially, which bad not been most exactly 
foretold many ages before. This shewed that all 
these things, however cai^ual they might appear when 
they happened, were yet conducted all along by a 
'wise and steady Providence, Which so over^ruled the 
wilk, the malice, and the wickedness of men, as to 
bring about what God had determined, and what 
none but He could have signified should be, so long 
before they came to pass. This was a method very 
agreeable to the design of Almighty God ; Whose 
revelations and dealings all tended to the mystery of 
man's redemption : that gi*eat and glorious work, in 
which His divine perfections should be most emi" 
nwtly conspicuous— which was of greatest conse- 
quence to the world — and which He therefore kept 
e0iistantly in view, and to which He made all othef 
dispensations subservient. 

This is the very reason why the apostles, in all 
their arguings'with the Jews, insist so much upon 
the topic of prophecies : because, according to the 
Jews* own principles, that person was to be looked

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upon as the truO Messiah, in whom these predic* 
tions were manifestly and punctually accomplished* 
Hence St. John, ver. S8| takes notice,. that Jesus 
therefore said I thirst, that the Scripture might beful^ 
filled. The other prophecies relating to this matter^ 
such as being betrayed by His friend and companion, 
forsaken by His kindred and acquaint^ce, having Hi$ 
hands and His feet pierced^ His garments parted, and 
lots cast upon His vesture, had all been made good 
already. 

But there remained one more still; one acknow-? 
ledged to belong to this matter : for David complain* 
ing of the barbarity of his enemies says, they were iso 
far from extending their reli^, or shewing any comi- 
passion to what he endured, that on the contrary tii^y 
exasperated,, and triumphed in his sufierings. This 
pitiless cruelty he expresses, hy giving him gcUl-Jo 
eat, and when he was thirsty, giving him vinegar to 
drink ^. Now David was confessed to be a type- of 
Christ ; and what he uttered upon these metaodboly 
occasions had confessedly a higher and farther meati- 
ing than his own personal afflictiona; and therefor^^it 
was necessary for the evangelist to shew^ ^t this 
also was really and literally true of Gbrifit) and coti* 
sequently those words had not yet rec^ved. thilir 
utmost completion. So that when our. Lord|^> upon 
receiving the vinegar, said It is finished^ w^iway 
reasonably understand Him thu6 ;-^that alMhe-oftbec 
predictions of things anteced^it to Hia deatfajh^ soidt 
with events answerable to tbem befareHr-thene ^^s 
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but one more unfinished; and, since this too had 
heen punctually made "good by the vinegar brought 
Him to quench His thirst with in that last extremity, 
no circumstance of His sufferings was now omitted, 
whereby the prophets had distinguished and pointed 
Him out to the Jew^s. Thus far all was managed in 
most exact order. And therefore the next thing He 
had to do was to die: which accordingly He did 
forthwith^ for hereupon He bowed His head, and gave 
up the ghost* 

2. Secondly i This saying of our blessed Lord is of 
great propriety and significance if applied^ as it may 
very reasonably be, to the types and figures of the 
Jewish law : for the law was a dispensation in the 
very nature and design of it imperfect, and preparatory 
.to a more excellent one afterwards. This argument 
(as we .have had fi-equent occasions to observe) is ad- 
mirably made out in the Epistle to the Hebrews. 
There the apostle insists upon it^ that even the most 
eminent places and persons, the most remarkable 
blesi^ings and punishments in the civil capacity of the 
Jews, had a secret mystery, a distant prospect and 
meaning ; but, that the ceremonial part of their wor- 
ship was entirely made up of shadow and image : in 
short, that Jesus Christ and His gospel, what He did^ 
and taught, and suffered, was the real end and sub- 
stance, the entire and intended accomplishment, 
which Almighty God had in view when He instituted 
those carnal ordinances, and darker significations of 
His will, and truly acceptable worship. This was 
most eminently the case in that branch of their ser- 
vice by which they made the nearest approaches to

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^/Vlmighty God> tOid from wheiiee they derived the 
greatest confidenee in His favour :' — ^their sacrifices^ 
I meaa $ and those of them especially, which were 
appointed^ and acoepted by way Of ex^nation for sin. 
And yet you have seen that the apostle makes it ex* 
ceedingly clear, upon their own principles, that none 
of those sacrifices could be a just ground of confi* 
deuce to sinners ; that it was not possible they should 
have any efficacy of their, own to the purposes th^ 
used them for ^ The power of taking away sin is a 
privilege^ which not only the nature of the thing len- 
deridd them incapable, of, but the frequent and daily 
repetition of the same sacrifices gave pkia intimation 
of their being defective in : and therefore this was 
peeuUarto another, 8acrifice,.which was, and needed 
jto be offered but once only : because this High Priest, 
WhQ takes away sin by the sacr^e of .Himself y hath 
Jby that om offering for emr p^fected^them that are 
sanctified. This is part of the apostle's argument to 
the Hebi?ews in his ninth and tenth chs^ters K But, 
withalj since Christ did not effect that great work till 
ih» end of t/ie world; that is, iM God miade the last 
declaration of Himself to mankind, and settled an in- 
stitution, in the place whereof no other was to sue* 
cecid ; it was hot expedient that the other antecedent 
and moce imperfect dispensations sho«ild keep men 
yoid of all comfort and hope* These shewed men 
thi^ disease and their misery; and if they could not 
^pply, yet it was fit they should point out at leasts and

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'give tbem some prospect of 'llieir remedy. Almighty 
God therefore, in His wisdbih and compe8sion> seems 
to faare instituted sacrifices to shew that He was ndt 
inipkcable ; that He would bdmit of a ransom and 
proxy, and one day accept innocent blood, as an atone- 
ment for the guilt of those f^t had offended Him. 
Thus tke Lamb of Qod was slain from the foundation 
4ifthe world: not only in the intention and decree of 
His Father, bat virtually in every one of those lambs 
appointed and accepted for the sins of those who lived 
before this only expiatory Sacrifice was actually offered 
upon the altar of the cross. Butwhen that had been 
done^ and the wrath of Qod was effectually appeased:, 
there was an end of all bloody sacrifices. The sul>- 
stance was come, and the shadows were done away ; 
tbepe was no farther use of diese ; and ^s useless for 
Ihe future they ceased of themselves : and llierefore, 
-in thn sense too, our Savioirr might most truly say 
•It is finished; because the legal expiations had: now 
attained tb^ir full completion in the death He just 
.then was about to undergo, and in the soul which He 
voluntarily poured out as an innocent, unblemished, 
a perfect and sufficient oblation and satisfaction for 
the transgressions of the whole world. And this leads 
us likewise to consider these words in a 

3. ITiird most comfortable setise, as they Import, 
Aftt the great work of man's redemption, and all that 
was necessary for reconciling skinersto their incensed 
Ood, had been exactly and puwituaUy performed by 
-Christ suffering in the stead, and for the sake of sin« 
ners. By this we are not however to understand, 
that Christ endured the very same punishments in

pf submisfiioa; an act 4)£ duty and nnspeakablebha-^ 
rity ; and so far from incurrinigHi^irrecondlable dii^ 
pl^asui^e^ that for this very cause G^ hath hig^ -^^ 
alied JimK This purchased a reward for His bumati 
nature, and peace ibr thosb who, but for His salce^ 
cotuld not be pardoned and reconciled. 

It is true, God bruised Him 99rek/ in the day of 
His fierce ang&t ; but He never loved Him at any time 
more teiiderly limn when He was pleased thus to 
wound Him : He smote Him not for any misdemean* 
orsof Hispwn in His private capacityi but for ours 
which, in His public capaeity as the comm<m repre- 
sentative of sinful mankind^ He. had taken upon Hinv>

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&elC It was our burden which He earried, our ini* 
quities for which He was chastised, and the stripes 
laid upon Him made such deep impression^ that by 
the anguish of His wounds we might be healed. 
Now» in order to this there was no need that the very 
same pains, in every point, should be inflicted upon 
Him, which^ had not He submitted to suffer for us, 
we must ourselves have suffered ; but it was only ne« 
cessary, that the injuries and affronts offered to the 
Divine Justice by the provocations of wicked men 
should receive' a sufficient compensation — that the 
honour of God and His laws should be vindicated, 
and sin made as terrible and fuU of discouragement 
as it could possibly haVe been, though no such me* 
thods of mercy had been used to deliver us from the 
curse and condemnation of it. Now all these ends 
were fully satisfied by the Son of God condescending 
to suffer in our stead. Whatever was wanting in the 
duration or the extremity of those sufferings was 
abundantly made up by the dignity of the Person. 
This rendered Him capable of purging our consciences 
by His sacrifice, because He offered Himself to God 
through the Eternal Spirit ^, that is, the Divine united 
to our human nature. 

That union exalted the vadue of this oblation to an 
infinite degreoi and paid a ransom to offended Justice 
of more worth than a hundred thousand worlds : that 
gave, men a clear proof how hateful sin is to God, 
Who would not be prevailed with to remit it upon 
easier terms thaa the agonies, and death of His only

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Son : that shewed how dreadfid consequences they 
are to e;Kpect from their own faults^ when even this 
most holy» this entirely beloved, this Divine Person^ 
^hodid not, could not know any sin, had undergone 
such bitter things for the sins of oth^s ; and lastly^ 
this leaves the laws of God in their fall force and ob- 
ligation still ; since the matter is so ordered, that none 
but the penitent and the virtuous shall ever reap any 
benefit by this passion. So that, though all have 
now leave to hope, and great encouragement to obey ; 
yet none have the least shadow of pretence for pre- 
sumption, and neglect of their duty. For the end of 
those who continue in wickedness is in no degree 
better, nay, in Some respects it is infinitely wc^rse, 
than if Christ had never died at all. , Thu$have mercy 
and truth met together, andrighteousnesi and peace have 
kissed each other ^ in the wonderful contrivance of 
man's redemption: and this signification of these 
words pronounced by our Saviour here corresponds 
exactly with those at* the 17th chap. ver. 4, 6. J 
have glorified Thee on earth ; I have finished the work 
which Thou gavest Me to do : And now, O Father, 
glorify Thou Me with Thine Qum Self. For so like- 
wise here, when He had run through all the bitter 
stages of His passion, endured every pain, sustained 
every conflict that was necessary, and acquitted Him« 
self as became Him in them all ;. having now no kxager 
business for life. He immediately resigned it: which 
brings me to the 
IL Second thing observable in the text ; the parti-

ei^lar manned of our Savtour*» expiriiig . upon tbd

The original phrase may denote a deliYerihgup, or> as 
Himself expressed it» a committing of His 8pnit.into 
the hands of God, as a sacred trust to be restored again 
and -united to His body at the time prefixed by His 
Own infinite wisdom "^ t ^^^ pl«anly implies sucka dis- 
solution, and actual separation of soul and bodyi as 
erery comxnon man undergoes when he dies^ But 
herein is a remarkable differeoce^— that what is in 
other men the effect of necessity* was in Jesus u yo<* 
luniary act| and the effeot of His Own £(ee choice. 
Heoce the generality ; of interpmters . have thought, 
that St. John takes notice thai Christ bowed His 
Head before He gave up the ghost; whereas inborn* 
xnon cases, the falling of the head follows afiter the 
breath's going out of the body. Hence also St Mark 
qba&prea, that Jesus crying out with so. loud and 
strong a voice, immediately before His expiring, was 
one reason that moved the centurion to think Him an 
ei^traordinafy person: &>r this shewed that nature 
was not quite spent in Him; and that His death did 
iH>t come on by such gradual and unamdable decays 
as it usually does, whan the voice is stopped and lost, 
%nA ail the powers falter a^d languish, soma time 
before the soul's departure ftom its fleshly tabernacle. 
Accordingly we find, that when the soldiers came to 
take down the bodies from the cross, they found Him 
dead, birfose those two others that were crucified with 

" Luke xxiii; 46. 
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Him ; and that when Joseph came to beg the bod^ 
of Jesus, Pilate wondered to hear that He was dead 
80 soon : and would not gi^nt that request^ till he had 
first satisfied himself of the truth of it by inquiring 
of the officer, who attended the execution. 

Of all which a very probable account may be, not 
only that the excess of His pain and sorrow had tired 
ont nature, aud hastened His death ; but that He, 
Whp> as Himself professes, had power to lay down 
His life °, and could not have it taken from Him 
without His Own permission and consent, did lay it 
down at such a time as Himself saw convenient 
Every >step in this last act of His life was taken 
regukrly, and with deliberation. He bore a constant 
regard to all the mysterious purposes of this import-* 
ant death. He would not die till they were all fut 
filled ; and when they were so. He would not live aay 
longer, because there was no occasion that required 
He should. Never was there, never can there be 
such a death in any instance ; so perfectly free, b6 
entirely at the person's own disposal : for He, Who 
struck His enemies down to the ground with His ma« 
jestic presence, and afterwards gave them leave td 
apprehend Him, could likewise^ if He had so pleased, 
have come down from the cross. He could have con- 
tinued insensible to all the pains of it ; He could have 
survived the sharpest anguish ; and, had He not sus« 
pended His Divine power^ death itself could not have 
taken hold on Him, nor have bound this strong man, 
this infinitely more than man in those chains^ which

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He therefore submiUed to, that He might break and> 
burst lliem asunder shortly after in a more glorious 
and triumphant manner. Such was the decease of 
our Uessed Redeemer ; so voluntary and entirely Hig 
own ; so wise and wonderful in every circumstance ; 
so victorious^ even in that part of it which His evte* 
mies thought Him vanquished by ; so full of matter> 
so full of comfort is that dying word of the blessed 
Jesus, treated of under my first head : so justly mights 
He then, so joyfully may every Christian now cry out,% 
It is finished. 

The. remainder of. my discourse shall now be em^; 
ployed in the reflections arising from these consider^i 
ations — that we do by no means remember this death i 
like Christians indeed, if we do not feel ourselves very 
sensibly affected with it, 

> Here then we may perceive how it came to pass, that . 
this deatii was an act so noble and generous in itseHv 
and so exceedingly beneficial to us : for therefore i$ 
it a meritorious, because not only an invaluable, but 
a wiUing Sacrilfice-^therefore was this act of obedii*' 
ence so well pleasing to His Father ; because even in 
the vaost difficult and painful instances it proceeded* 
not from constraint, but from full consent and free* 
choice* Upon this account His love to wretched man 
is so unspeakably tender and great ; because it wa$ 
in His power to have refused the giving us such costly 
proofs of His kindness. But though these are suIk 
jects upon which I might veiy seasonably and pathe^^* 
tically enlarge ; yet having been upon them latelyi 
that which I rather choose to say at present is, that, 
by such ^ chosen and cheerful submission to die for 
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dur BiJceSy otir Lord haUi set us a f>attern, holnr w^ 
ought to behave ourselves to Him in return for such 
laarvellous compassion and. love. That we should 
think nothing too mueh to do, nothing too grievoua 
to stifier for a Saviour, Who of His Own accord and 
mere graoe hath done and suffered so much for us. 
To all p«»ons who retain any spark of ingenuousae^Si 
and have not sinned away all the principles of uatu* 
ral religion, nothing can be more clear and self-evi- 
dent,, than that they are bound to shew themselves 
sensible of, and make what requital they can for 
kindnesses received* This is the ground of that signi- 
fipant expression used by St. Paul, the love of Christ 
iomtrmaeih us to obediente *"* And our blessed Sa- 
viour takea. notioe, that neither the darkness of the 
heathens, nor the vicious lives of the publicans had 
extinguisKhed that prtndple of loving those that loved 
them ^ Shall Christians then be wanting in so plain 
a duty I Christians^ who have the brightest light to 
walk by, and aoe under the influence of the most 
po\mrful,mo0t engaging example? For, what religion 
er^ carried the points of love and gratitude to so 
moble a height ? What ever presented mankind with 
a pattern, that can pretend to bear any manner of 
proportion to the gi*eat, the unspeakable things, our 
Master and Benefactor hath done for us ? If we ob- 
serve the kindness itself, the Person Who did it, and 
the persona for whom it was done, every circumstance 
is. full of wonder and amazement. That God, Who 
ia by nature incapable of suffering and death, shoukl

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roondescend to become mortal man, tb qualify Himself 
for enduriag the bitterest afflictions ; that He should 
do this for eaemies aad rebels, (for such aie wretched

fiiuners ;) that the miseries of those who had ipost 
obstinately provoked and injured Him, and merited 
His utmost iAdignation and wrath, should move Hi9 
compassion to save their souls at the expense of Hii$ 
Own life; that in the midst of sorrows and agoniesi 
of pains and torture. He should stiil persevere in thi9 
mo^t gracious purpose, and not accept a deliver? 
ance till He had finished this laborious undertaking } 
that He should embrace poverty and hardship, re^ 
pit)ach and ignomriny, bodily anguish and death with 
a ready and cheerful mind, when all the powers of 
hell could not *have compelled Him to one single 
pang ; this is audi an instance of pity and friendfihipj 
as no tenderness ever did, or can compare with« An4 
therefore wo are certainly of all creatures the mos^ 
insensible, the most inexcusable, if we do not take 
care to apply this example very wamdy to ourcon-r 
sciences ; if we read this history of our dearest Re*. 
deemer's passion without very moving impressions.; 
if we do not urge every braixch of it home, and ren*^ / 
der it as effectual ^s it is designed aiid qualified tO| 
be, for exciting in us the most irreconcilable hatred 
against sin, and kindling the most vigorous and ar«> 
dent afiectioU: for our dying Saviour ; I say again^ 
such a hatred of sin, and such love of God and Qhrist« 
as this account is well qualified to excite in us. For; 
-what branch of oar duty is there^ for which the suf- 
ferings of the Blessed Jesus, when carefully consi-^ 
46red, 4p not forniah the strongest motives ^nd tb^ 
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most unanswerable arguments? He commands us 
to repent of, that is, to be sorry for our past faults, 
and to forsake them for the time to ^come. And can 
^e read the doleful story of this day, can we reflect 
that they were our iniquities for which He was 
bruised, our transgressions for which He was wounded 
in the day of God's fierce anger, without a deep and 
hearty remorse ? Can we think that we contributed 
to His agonies and grief, that the malicious Jews and 
barbarous soldiers were only the instruments of cru'' 
elty, but every sinful man in part the cause of all He 
suffered; and think it without aching hearts, and 
overflowing eyes ; without confusion of face, and a 
multitude of self -condemning reproaches ? Can we 
behold our dear Lord's temples, pierced with thorns. 
His holy face besmeared with blood. His body torn 
with scourges, nailed to the cross, hanging there in 
convulsions, thirsting, fainting, bleeding, dying in 
pity to us; and can we suffer ourselves to be familiar 
with, and fond of those very lusts, which injured, 
disgraced, tormented, and slew our best Friend, and 
most generous Benefactor? Surely, if men have 
any gratitude, if any bowels, this prospect, lively 
represented to their minds, must needs check their 
wildest career, and damp the hottest flames of vi* 
cious inclinations. Surely this thought would be a 
preservative sufficient against those evil practices,- 
which, we are told, do even now grieve this Saviour; 
and men must be ashamed to do despite to such a 
Friend, and crucify the Son of God afresh, by en- 
slaving themselves to those corrupt affections, from 
whose tyranny He died to deliver them. He hath' 
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told U8, that the proof He expects o^ ouf loving Hirii 
is to keep His commandments^; and these are such 
commandments as it would be our duty and interest 
to keep, though He had never suffered for us : and 
shall we shew less cheerfulness in seeking: our own 
happixiess, than He did in taking upon Himself bur 
misery and punishment? Did he most wiUingly die 
for us, and shall not we be content to live to Him ? 
To Him did I say ? nay to ourselves : since it is not 
His, but our advantage that He seeks in ordering u^ 
toI>e holy and good men. It may }ye, we shdl find 
our. duty incumbered with some difficulties : but what 
are^our sharpest trials in comparison of His ? or how 
can any submission deserve to be named with that 
most condescending resignation, whereby ChHst of- 
fi^d Himself freely td that sorrow, and shame, and 
painpwhich He bad no obligation to endure ? He 
would not decline death in its most deformed and 
frightful shape ; He would not spare Himself one 
agony that might conduce to the perfecting our sal- 
vation; He exposed His innocence to the punish- 
ments He never deserved : and shall we grudge the 
obedience which the condition of servants and orea*- 
tures lays .upon us ? — shall we resist the will of God 
concerning us, and murmur at the due reward, nay 
much less than the due reward of our evil deeds? He 
does indeed require, that we forsake all and follow 
Him, that we lay down our lives for His sake : but it 
is very seldom that He calls men to this last experi- 
ment of their sincerity and constancy. And yet if it

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were frequent, if it were dure to be the cate of ev^ry 
^mmon Christian, is not even this a reasonable ease ? 
Is it not a very poor return to what He hath done ht^ 
fore us, and for us ? We cannot say with Him, we 
have power to'lay4ow& our lives; for these lives aee 
mot our own ; they are God's gift, and always in His 
disposal : but He had a right to dispose of His. He 
could not have been mortal, had He not chosen to be 
€K>. His happiness was perfect before, and feceived 
no addition by all the miseries He endured for lost 
man : atid when He chose a death for our advantage, 
.which He was not liable to originally, shall not we 
submit to the manner of dying which Ood sees fittest, 
when die in some manner we unavoidably must? 
Shall we not be satisfied to exchange a worse life for 
a better; when, bad as it is, we must otherwise pait 
.with it for a worse ? So highly reasonable are even 
the hardest conditions of a Christiaa's obedience; so 
.prevalent would a serious consideration of our Lord's 
Jove and suffeiings prove, to reconcile us to those 
difiiculties, at which flesh and blood are most apt te 
.start and give back, 

. The proper use of this week's devotions, therefore^ 
is to inflame our afiections, to quicken our endear 
•vours, to arm us with patience, to. encourage owe pe&* 
.severance to the end ; to put us in mind that we, like 
Him, can only then lay down our heads with com- 
fort, when we can say it isjinished: when Wie measure 
.our life, not by the length and number of our days^ 
Jbut by the business and design of it. No death can 
be hasiy or unseasonable, which comes when a man 
hath satisfied the ends he lived /or. No life is long 
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which determines before the purposes of living are 
made good, and its work done: but happy, happy 
they, who after the most distressed, the most labo- 
rious, the most despised instances of their virtue, 
can sing this song of triumph to themselves ; that 
they have been faithful in theif charge, and done that 
which it was their duty to do ! If such partake in 
the afflictions, and reproacheS| and death of theit 
Saviour, they shall assuredly be recompensed by par- 
taking in His resurrection ; and, when they give up 
the ghost, shalHmmediately enter into the joy of This 
iheir Crucified Lord.

The Epistle for the day, like the day itself, presents 
to our minds t'wo different views. The. one, a retro* 
spect upon our dying, the other, a most ccmifortable 
prospect upon our risen Lord. Withregard. to the 
former, we are by 'His example excited to patience ia 
our&ufferingsi; :even when those sufferinga are extreme 
and«. iiRJu^ti. With regard to the latter, we are in-* 

7 
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formed, that our Lord returned to life by virtue of 
that Eternal Spirit, Which long before His incar- 
nation strove with sinful men by seasonable instruc- 
tions and warnings, to ^prevent the dismal conse- 
quences of a God provoked to anger. The inefficacy 
of which good office brought destruction upon all 
the pM worldy except one obedient family, by the 
sweeping of a deluge, dreadful and general as the 
impieties that bad let it in upon them. 

The deliverance we likewise learn from hence to 
have been a figure of the sacrament of baptism ; as 
the ark containing Noah and his fan^ily was a figure 
of the church. None were then preserved, whom 
that ark did not bear upon the water; in like manner, 
it is by baptism, and in the church only, that men 
can now be (orderly) saved from their sins here, 
and everlasting death hereafter. The efficacy of this 
sacrament is however ascribed not to the outward 
c^lement applied to the body, but to the inward dis- 
position of the mind in them who are received by it 
into this spiritual ark. This disposition is to be ex- 
pressed by declarations of the party's willingness to 
enter into covenant with God^^nd to expect salvation 
upon the terms of the gospel : a part of baptism so 
necessary, that it does not appear that it anciently 
was, or that it ever ought to be administered without 
such declaration. And therefore such consent is 
rightly demanded of all baptized persons; ^ipected 
from all of years and discretion to be given by them- 
selves; accepted for infants by the charity of the 
diunsh, from sureties in their name ; but required to 
be personally ratified by these also, in. the rite of 
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On^irmation, at a time when tbey dre capable of 
contracting for their part of thid covenant. 

The salvation attained by thus entering into core-* 
nant with God, is most rightfully ascribed here to 
oar Lord's resurrection. That being the evidence, 
that the sins He died fot were fiiUy expiated, and 
that immortality was restored to the nature in which 
He died. The release of our Surety was in all rea^ 
sonable construction an acknowledgment, that our 
debt was fully satisfied : and a sufficient foundation 
for the firmest fs^ith in the merits of Him Who died. 
And was buried, and rose again for us. 

But faith alone, we know, is not sufficient* Every 
important article of the Christian religion ought to 
have a powerful influence upon our practice. And 
therefore, neither do we consider, nor believe our 
Ijord's burial aright, unless that also be imitated and 
drawn into example. It is a pious observation fre- 
quent among the fathers, that every one of the great 
fines in the scheme of our redemption was set for us 
to copy after; and, that the principal actions of our 
blessed Saviour are to be looked on, not only as 
historical, but full of mystical instruction, and inti** 
mations of somewhat to be done by every Christian 
too, in correspondence with their great Master. Nor 
is this to be thought a flight of warm zeal. For 
Scripture itself fully justifies that notion ; which is 
indeed the plain import gf several passages to the 
Romans, Gblatians, and Colossians. 

Now, as at other times the apostle ^slarges con- 
cerning our being crucified, dying, and rising again 
with Christ ; so,- in the sixth to the Romans he men-

therefore the death of Christ is amply confirmed by 
His b^ng buried ; so must we, in proportion, so effec- 
tually put off our lusts and corruptions, as to shew 
that they have no longer any life or power left in us. 
As, again. His death and burial led to His resurrec- 
tion, without which they had not answered the pur- 
pose of His dying ; so, to forsake our old sins, and 
bury them in His grave, does not answer the character 
of Christians, unless we complete the work by living 
^fler another manner, and testify the power of His 
Spirit in us by a new, and pure, and holy conver« 
nation. And^ because this is what every one engages 
for when he enters into covenant with Christ by bap-' 
tismy therefore every Christian is said to be buried 
and to rise with Him in that holy sacrament. Let 
us then look upon ourselves in the circumstances, 
wherein Christ is represented this day:— ^ead to our 
trespasses and sins, as He was to the world ; buried 
as He was; to shew there are no remains of qmx 
former wicked life in us. As He di^d once only, to 
return no more to corruption^, so let our repentance, 
and the forsaking of our sins be without any wilful 
relapse : for otherwise we do not die, as He did« once 
for all: we incur the absurdity of moving when we 
aire dead, and of being buried alive, so long as our

COMMENT. 

It is worth our observation^ that the evangelists are 
not more eircumstantial in any particular relating to 
our blessed Saviour, thwi in thatpart which concerns 
His burial. This seems to be done, not so much for 
the i6ake*bf any consequence that' action is of, consi- 
ctered' apart by itself; as for the service it does to the 
p#6of ^^me things which went before, and followed 
aftefit. For the two great points of the Christian 
rcligioii being the death and thetesurrection of Jesus 
Christy tt was necessary that all possible convietion 
should be given to the world of these two most import^ 
ant passages^ Were we not wdl assured of His being 
reaUy dead, we could not be certain that an atone- 
ntenjt was made for the sins of the world ; and had 
we any reasonable ground to doubt the truth of His 
resurrection, we could not depend upon that atone- 
ment being accepted. Now what the Holy Spirit 
hath thought fit to record of His burial; is so or- 
dered as to leave no just suspicion, either that our 
Lord's body was not actually dead, or that the same 
bbdy which so died was not actually restored to life 
again. This is ^hat the Gospel for the day gives 
V'eiyTull evidence of; especially when considered with 
its parallel texts in the other evangelists ; which I

But there is reft«- 
son, eaough to suspect^ that all he believed as yet was 
BO more than what Mary bad told them, that the Jj^rd 
tvas taken away out of the sepulchre, and site knewjwt 
where th^ had laid Him ^ : for that all these cifQUiDOr 
sHances contincied them that He was alive sgaio^^and 
bad'reztioved Himself^ seems not very likely from what 
follows; that a< y^ they knew not the Scriptut^% iitU 
He nmst rise again from the cfeod'^-^that ifi, they hctd 
not oeivsidered^ or did not understand th$ necessity of 
tiie Messiah's resurrection : aiid Qo nevec reeollectod, 
that either their Mas^r must have been fal$e i^./Ul 
His pretensions of that kind> or Qe mu^t hs^e:f<^i>?0d 
ag?bin and left the. grave, according to th0 tim^ 'and 
ma)fmer they saw it now done m. 

Now the proofs of our Blessed Lord's resAirijectiCfi 
^ve twofold, and consist-*-;!, partly of mattes of foc^t*— 
and 2. partly of the agreemait of that faot wuh aiK^nt 
* prophecies (in predictions ^okd types) relating to.t^At 
very ittipottant fact. And here it becomes u» ^itfi 
devout gratitude to remark* that as^ho truth is ofmoie 
imp<^iance to t^e Ghrisiian religion, so 'none htd 
greater cs4^ taken; to strengthen the belief of Hv 

Amongst so great a variety of proofs as belong to

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the FiSST part of this suisgeet ; — ^svch as the testimony 
of angels^ of disciples, of women^ of numbers of people, 
the conversation of forty days, the testimony of the 
elements themselves, the earth trembling and quaking 
as if in pangs and travail to discharge this new birth, 
the testimony of those whose bodies appeared in the 
holy city ; nay, the testimony of the most inveterate 
enemies of Christ '^ : for even the Jews themselves, by 
advancing so incredible a story as that of His disciples' 
stealing Him away, do in effect confess and oorrobo« 
iflate a truth, which they so very weakly endeavour to 
<}e8ttt>y — amongst this great variety I shall confine 
mysdf to those within the compass of this GospeL And 
here what I shall observe to you will come under these 
two heads :jf£rs^ The circumstances in which these dis- 
ciples found tlie sepulchre : secondly, Their great slow- 
ttei^inapprehending and believing our Lord's resurrect 
ti^n ; both which things contributed very much to the 
proof of this article of our feith, that Christ did really 
lise again from the dead. 

Fin$t^ The circumstances in which the disciples 
found the sepulchre were a very considerable proof of 
th^ reality of Christ's resurrection, and the strongest 
confutation imaginable of that firivolous pretence, put 
abont by the chief priei^ of the discij^es' stealing 
Him awfty. Their unnecessary caution was most 
happily made an occasion of rendering that unques- 
tioaablov which they designed especially to prevent-^ 
tii6 opinion of Christ's rising the third day. For, (as 
we y^terday were told) to thi^ end they prooure a

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while He was yet alive, trembled at the voice of a 
silly servant, and did the most .cowardly action in 
the world, that of affirming, nay swearing lo a 
falsehood, to deliver himself from the danger of an 
inquisitive and busy tongue? . These are difficulties 
never to be got over ; and such as will not Buthr any 
man that considers thein to believe that idle^pietence^ 
which the Jews so industriously reported to dispvovj^ 
our Saviour's resurrection* 

But let us for once suppose, what yet is^most ihu 
probable, that the disciples had courage enough fbt 
so desperate an undertaking. Yeit robberies, wekmnv, 
are committed in haste and hui¥y; and every stoxnent 
is tedious to men under confusion and fear of dis- 
covery. If, therefore, the remoting of ^the^body had 
been their work, and they had snatched an opportu- 
nity for it while the sentinels slept; would they 
not have taken it away, as it was, without siitaytng to 
unbind and undress it ? Do thieves, aft^ thcfy have 
rifled a house, use to spend time in putting things ia 
order again ? And is it not agreeable ffo all the rea- 
son in the world, that these persons would have been 
rather solicitous to make their escape, than to strip 
the corpse, to fcdd up the clothes, ahd to lay them 
apart from one another in their proper ]^lades ? t*hat 
which renders this still more and more ineonceivaUe, 
is the custom of interment in that country: which 
therefore St. John does not ibrget to mentiois paoti- 
(iularly ; as being jn truth a fit ^preparation, and pro- 
per strengthening to the account he gives here. For 
he acquaints us % that Nkodemus brcmgKi ia imixtnlre of

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myrrh (md ahest about a hundred powid weigii ; and 
Aejf took iba bod^ qfJi^sm^ and wound it m linen 
clothes, .wkh the $piees, as the manner of the Jews is to 
httrjf. Now these apicds were used to presefve the 
body ftom corruptioti ; which they did by being a 
sort of shell, or crust over it : and this their gluti"* 
nous substance qualified them for. But the same 
gluey dature must needs nuake the clothes they were 
used with, cling very close and fast to the skin, and 
ni^ to be dcawn off withoi^t a great deal of time and 
difficulty,. When, therefore, these coverings were 
found regularly pulled off, wrapped up, and laid by i 
dbis plainly shews the removing of Jesua' body to be 
aVOrk of leisure, and much deliberation; such as by 
oo means agrees with the confusion and haste of 
things done bycstealth. Nor can it enter into any 
t^obeif man's thK>ughfis» that they, who came privily 
find, in danger of their lives, should so far venture the 
avrtibing of the guard, and trifle away their, time in 
tbea^ so arduous^ so unnecessary niceties. So that; 
llftd the hord been taken away^ we -cannot but think 
tbay would have taken Him as He was, which would 
hw^e served their turn very well. But since the se* 
j^ulchreivas found empty, and the grave-clothes left 
be|iind» we have great reason to conclude that He 
.tOQkr Himself away. And it was by the $ame Diyine 
.powisr, which brought Him into the world by the 
JSl^sed Virgin, that He raised His own dead body to 
Ji(e a second time, without brewing the 8eetl» or re* 
DfLoving the stone. For this> we ^re expressly told, 
i^M not His, but the ,ang^' doing \ And done it

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After this Jesus reBoLved lo give them ocular . de-* 
monstration, and shewing Him^lf to. the eleTen»^ , up* 
braided them with their unbelief^ that they gave no 
eredit to others who had seen Him before. But now 
they were so far from trusting others, that they durst 
not trust even their own eyes. .They tvere terrified 
und affrighted, supposing that thej/ had seen a spirit \ 
To deUver them from this fear He commands them to 
handle Him ; and to conyince themselves, that He had 
flesh and bones, and was no airy substani^e,, or empty 
apparition. Still they were more amazed than ooa* 
vinced. And therefore^ to remove all scruple, n^ie 
they yet believed not for Joy, mid wondered ^ He called 
for meat, and took it, and did eat before them ^* Thisi 
one would think, should give satisfaction to the CApst 
sceptical doubters. But Thomas, who hs.ppened not 
to be there at that time, would not be content ^.yen 
so* He required a farther con&rmation yet, which 
was, the marks and wounds made by His crucifixion* 
And to this Ukewise Jesus condeacends. For ^t.an<- 
other visit to the disciples, He caused Thomas to tfirusl 
his hand into His side, which the spear hadpierp^ 
and. his fingers into the print of the naiis ^, that ^ad 
fastened Htm to the cross ; and so gained th^ acknow* 
ledgmentof this so very cautiouaperson^tpo, • Ag^in, 
to make all complete that could be any way neces- 
sary, He likewise appeared another time at the sea- 
side; and there made Himself known to them, by 
commanding a wonderful draught of fishes. Thus

Ififi^ divinef wisdom saw it expedieair(as= exptissed- ia 
oHfe of oor Colteots) tb suffer therii to dotibt for tli* 
more confirmation of the feith^. Aiid He mana«r6d 
those doubts so^ that no cirernnstanee should be 
wanting at last to prote His resurrection. And 
though He let them into those proofs by degrees; as 
they were fit for them, and able to bea; them ; yet 
He did it so artificially and prudently too, that every 
fi'esh instance confirmcfd, and add^^ something to 
tbb^e that went before^ The empty feepulchre con^ 
firmed the report of the women; Oh^isfs appearance 
tO'Mavy Magdalene shewed He was> alive ; fiiat to tho 
disciples at Emmaus proved that it was at least the 
Spirit of Ohristi by esrpoundmg the prophecies, anct 
breaking of bread ; that to the elavien shewed the 
reality of His body; the conviction given Thomas 
proved it the self-same body that had beeti.cttvdified $ 
and that miracle of the fishes argued the sansie diving 
nature still united to the same bbdyi 

So that though here be many evidences, yet none 
of them are superfluous. Every one bath sometbi^ 
nrew, atid peculiarly its owft; and all together are a 
dbiboinstration so full and satisfactory of the same 
Christ, the same God and Man in Oiie Person, le^* 
turned from the dead, that we have great reasofi to 
praise God, for suffering the disciples- to doubt so 
much, and so long ; since by their not befiemug, bni 
beccmie they had seen, there is the greater security 
given to us, who hate not seen, and yet have 6^- 
lieoed •.

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no pretence left for doubtinj^ any tok^r; Th^ 
received nothing, till it hod ' been most critically in^ 
quired into. And they stood Out agkinst thos^ 
reports of credible men, and of their own senses, to 
which, if any consideration of interest cottld hare 
swayed them, they would have reconciled themselves 
the very first moment. And more than this we cati- 
not have ; more we cannot ask in any witnesii, th&i) 
judgment, and care, and integrity t and all these at- 
tested too by the seal of the Holy Ghost, the gift'of 
miracles from heaven. So that, upon ali accounts^ 
the delays and doubtings of the ap^tles were of 
mighty advantage to this doctrine of the resurreoitto: 
They gave occasion for more convincing and ^ensilsl^ 
prooft of it to themselves ; and they rendered' th^M 
more competent and credible attestors of »it to othefe: 
Under the second branch of thiestibjec!-**-viz. thio 
agi'eement of the fact with the ancient propbecifes-^ 
we shall do well to observe that when by several 
demonstrations of His being really alive, our Lord 
had rendered His disciples fit to hear reason; He put 
them in mind, that the events which they locked 
upon as altogether incredible, were no other than He, 
in His former conversation with them, had v^ery-fre^ 
quently assured them should be brought to pass :'-** 
that they were in every point agreeable to the pto- 
phecies deUvered many ages before; — those prophecies 
which the Jews "unanimously allowed to be intended 
of the Messias; and which, since now they had seen 
them exactly accomplished in Him', were kn irve-^ 
fragable argument that He was that very Messias. 
Upon this He enlarges ; and by the explanation of

Those clauses, &ll;i^i^iUi«^}/;£«n, and thus it behoved^ 
may probably mean no more than this ^ that Christ 
muat needs suffer and rise again, because the Scrips 
lures concerning Him« could' not otherwise have been 
true* And thenXheangument is but one, that after 
God bad declared such things concerning the Messiah, 
and made these the marks which the world' was tp 
distinguish Him by ; however strange and surprising 
they might appear at< first, yet upon maturer consi* 
deration, it was easy for men to, satisfy themselves 
that they were unavoidably necessary for vindicaiing , 
the truth of God, Who had so long before given 
warning of them, by the prophets. 

But in truth, this necessity was subordinate to 
another. For these things were therefore foreU^d* 
because God had from all eternity determined them : 
and they werei determined, because His infinite wis<» 
doai saw the fitness of them, and their subserviency

ni^oilh^ image of Christ was the sin-ofiering insti* 
tnted by the Jewish law. This (I have proved aU 
veady),''as upon bther occasions, so especially upon 
ihe'^reat d^y of atonement, was to reconcile m^- to 
€liod; :'And tb^ manner of it was (it hath been said) 
4d<Hrin^the4)lood into the sanctuary, and sprinkle k 
beftyre the Lord, but to burn the body witbout- tdie 
tamp. \'Widi allusion to this» Christ is not only 
eaQed our j^ea^, and- said to be made sin for us ^; but 
mtke .particularly, the same ceremonies are observed 
td he nieely iregs^n^^d in the place and manner of His 
death. For Urns the author io the Hebrews argues. The 
bodi^ of those beasts, whose blood is brovght.into the 
9a!n.ctuetry,bt/"the high priest for siH, are burned without 
the camp. Wherefore Jesus ako, that He might sanctify

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the people with His own blood, suffered without the 
gate ^ 

One more remarkable type there is, denoting both 
the kind and the efficacy of His death. When the 
Israelites in the wilderness were 3tung with. fiery ser- 
pents, Moses was commanded to set a brazen serpent^ 
resembling those in form, on high upon a pole, and 
as many as looked upon this were healed of their 
plague. Our Lord in like manner, though made in 
the likeness of sinful fleshi yet knew no sin Himself: 
«u» that brazen serpent had the resemblance only^ but 
none of the fire and venom of those serpents, whose 
sting it was ordained to cure. Nor did the fixing it 
in view effect a recovery by any natural and neoes* 
sary operation, but the benefit of healing was con- 
fined to them that fixed their eyes upon it; and con- 
sequent to that, turned themselves to this sign qfsalva-* 
nation s, as the Wisdom of Solomon expresses it. This 
action made them capable of the mercy of God, work- 
ing in and by that emblem* Thus is the death of 
Christ effectual for curing the sins of men ; not of all 
indifferently, and without distinction, but of such as 
qualify themselves by faith. AJl which cannot be 
more fully illustrated than by that passage in oar 
Lord's discourse with Nicodemus ^, ^1$ Moses lifted 
up tlie serpent in the wilderness, even so must .the 
Son of man be lifted up, that whosoever believeth 
in Him should not perish, but have eternal life. And 
that there is a peculiar propriety in that phrase of 
being lifted up, with regard to the crucifixion of

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ow blessed Saviour^ the same evangelist hath instructed 
us (chap. xii. 32^ 33)^ who upon the occasion of those 
w(Mxla, And I, if I be lifted up from the earth will 
draw all men unto Me, adds^ by way of explanation 
to this term, This said Jesus, signifying what death He 
should die* Let this suffice for proof, that thus it was 
written^ and thus it behoired Christ to suffer. That 
there was the same necessity, and upon the same ac- 
count, for His rising again. I shall now proceed to 
shew, from a consideration of the predictions and 
types of our Blessed Lord's resurrection, as well that 
He should me from the dead, as that He should rise 
the third day. 

Almighty God had promised to Abmham, That in 
his seed ail nations of the earth should be blessed: this 
seed^ St. Paul affirms to the Galatians, is Chri^, Who 
redeemed us from the curse of the law, being made a 
curse for us, that the blessing of Abraham might come 
upon the Gentiles through Jesus Christ^. And St. 
Peter acquaints the Jews, that this promise was made 
good to them in our Lord's resurrection. (Acts iii. 25, 
26.) Ye are the children of the prophets, and of the 
covenant which God made with our fathers, saying unto 
Abraham, And in thy seed shall all the kindreds of the 
earth be blessed. Unto you first, God, having raised 
up His Son Jesus, ^ sent Him to bless you, in turning 
away every one (f you from his iniquities. 
. David ", magnifying the mercy of God in His Son's 
exaltation to 4ha throne, had said, / unll declare the

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decree, the Lord hath said unto me. Thou art My S^m* 
this day have I begotten Thee. And St. Paul, preach* 
ing in the synagogue at Antioeh^ contendfi for this as 
th^ true sense of these words: We declare uMo y&u 
giad tidhigs, says he, how that the promise which ipas 
made unto the fathers, God hath fulfilled the same 9aUo 
us their children, in that He haih raised up . Jtsat 
again *:; asit istaisQ written in thetectmd^P'saim^ Thaa 
art My Son, tJds day have I batten Thee*, And» that 
this psalm had a peculiar reference to the MessiAS 
we learn from the allusion made to it, by th« whole 
coHege of Uie apostles in the fourth chapter of the 
same book. 

The-same royal piH^phet, in anoth^ place, is canded 
dtit into raptxpres of trust and holy hope, which •eould 
not, in strict propriety of speech, belong to any bat 
Christ. And therefore of His pensoa we ace to under- 
stand those words: Thou toilt not leave my ^saul in 
hell, neither wilt Thou sujer Tiim. Uoiy (he to see 
4:orrupt%an^. The application wheribof lo the nwHter 
now in hand St. Betrar nndi^tes thua^ in^his senooo 
on the day of Penteoost.: Men ^and irethten^ let me 
freely speak unto you of the patriarch JDdvid^itbaiie is 
hath dead amd buried^ and his sepulchre is wi^ usjmito 
this day itherefope being a prophet^ andknoil^mgt thut 
God had 4700971 with an oaihtohim^tiufi^of^, fruity 
his loins, acc&rMng tothejksh. He wotdd raise up Ckrist 
to sit on his thrones he, Heing this before, spaberfjhe 
resurrection of Christ, that His soulneasjmtt^ iniali,

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neither Hisjksb did see corruption^ And St Paul, in 
like maniien here to the Jews at Antioch : Deeoid, 
after he had served hiss own generation by the will of 
God, fell on sleep, and was laid unto hie fathers, and 
smo corruption ; kutHe, Whoni God raised ogeiny saw 
ntf torrttptum *. 

Bnt, in onr Saviour's restnrreetion there waa one 
particular privilege, which distinguished Him from 
anj oth^ person mmteolously brought to life iagain* 
It is, that tkey only were callfed back, and as it were 
reprieved, for a certain tea-m of time, but still oonti- 
nned sulgeet to tnortality; and when that period was. 
expired returned to their dark prisons of the grave, 
there to remain confined till the general gaoKdelivery 
at the great assises of the whole world : but Christy 
as St. Paul observes, bdng raised from the dead, dieth 
7fo more, death hath no mofe dominion over Him\ And 
this pecuKar exceptioii that apostle observes to have 
been punctually foretold by Isaiah : And, as concerns 
ing that God raised Him up from the dead, now no 
more to return to corruption^ he said on this wise, I will 
give you the sure mercies of David K 

Kow by these sure mercies of David are meant 
tlTose blessings for which Almighty God bad engaged 
His tvuth, and of the full attaiDment whereof David 
so often: expresses .his entire confidence; particularly 
that of an everlasting kingdom to be continued to his 
posterity. Now this havii^ manifestly failed in the 
first and temporal sense, it follows that the promise 
Rinst have a second and more sublime sense beknging

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to it, such as imports a spiritual and eternal kingdom ; 
the same which Isaiah foresaw in his ninth chapter; 
and which the holy angel, at our Saviour's incama^ 
tion, declared should be vested in the wonderful Son 
of that virgin mother : He shall be greats and shall be 
called the Son of the Highest, and the Lord God shaU 
give unto Him the throne of His father David; and He 
shall reign over the home of Jacob for ever; and of 
His kingdom there shall be no end *. This investiture 
the apostles declare to have commenced from His 
resurrection : The God of oHr fathers, say they to the 
Jewish sanhedrim, hath raised up Jesus, Whom ye slew 
and hanged on a tree, Him hath God called toiih His 
right hand to be a Prince and a Saviour, Now fh)m 
hence it follows, that He could not rise to die a second 
titne, because such death must put a period to His 
reign; and consequently, that kingdom liot being 
everlasting, these mercies of David were not sure; 
that is, the promise would not be made good ia the 
just extent and most valaable sense of it. ' 

As to the particular time of our Lord^s resurrection, 
though some passage&in the prophets are very justly 
interpreted of it; yet, because I find no express appli- 
cation of them, by the writeils of the Ne%i^ Testament, 
I shall content myself' widi that one type, produced 
by Christ Himself to the Jews, which at tmce prefi-* 
gured both the thing, and this circumstance x>f it. 
And this was so remarkable, that our Lord refer&that 
obstinate people hither, as to the last, and most awak- 
ening miracle, which Qod reserved for their convic-

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tion, and wcmld bold Iban inexcusable upon whom k 
should have no efi^t. iis Je^Mis wo& three days and 
three nights m the whale's belfy, sa shaltthe Sen of Mtm 
be three days and three n^his in the heart of the earth* 
The men (^Ninevdt shall rise in judgment with this 
generaiicn^ and shall eondemn it ; tot they rq^enied at 
the preaching qfJmas^ and behold a Greater than Jonas 
ishere^. 

Thus have I laid before you some of the principal 
piopheeies and types, by which God signified long 
before thai the Messiah i^uld snffer and rise again 
fpom the dead ; sueh as we may probably conjecture 
our Lord expoimded in His conferences with die dis- 
eipfes ; because we find them insisted upon afterwards 
ia ib^r reasonings with the Jews. It were very easy 
to enkirge yet more, by producing others of the same 
kind with refet^^nce to the other parts of our Lord's 
exaItation> and the- administration of His spiritual 
kingdom: buf| I confine myself to these two subjecti^ 
of Yii% death and reswrredionj as proper to this season. 
I shatt new deseend briefly to the second branch of 
my division upon it, whiob is, 

2. To shew wherein the strength of tbia argument, 
drawn fr<m sveh predictions and prefigurations, con^ 
si^; and ufxm what account it was proper for 
bfin^ng. over these disoiptes to a belief of Je^is th^pe- 
fort being the Christ, becaaso He did actually thus 
sufier^ asMl thus rise again fr<»& the dead. 

Now in order hereunto we must observe^ 

1. First, That the pei^sons, to whom our Lord di-

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rected'thia discourse, had been all along bred up. in 
the knowledge and practioe.of the Jewish reUgioa; 
, and received the writings of the Old Testament as 
the Grades of God, and the rule and standard of their 
faith . Now the greater their skill in these things-.was, 
the more firm their persuasion wnuld be of the.Me8« 
sias to come — One, who should fulfil all the ^ocious 
things spoken lof Him there, and was to be known^ 
and distinguished from all false pretenders by dmng 
so : for of the Christ those words of Moses are ta be 
understood, and were constantly understood by the 
ancient Jews : A prophet shall the Lord your God 
raise up unto you of your brethren, like unto me; 
Him shall ye hear. And it shall come to pass^ that 
emry so^d, which mil not hear that Prophet, shall be 
destroyed from among the peopled Since then their 
obedience to this great prophet was enjoined under so 
severe a penalty, it must needs be^ that God left them 
not utterly in the dark in this most important afiair; 
but gave them some particular marks and characters^ 
by which tbny might be able to discern that Prophet^ 
to Whom such obedience was due. 
, 2. Secondly, liii likewise observable^ that the 
Jews acknowledged and understood these signs of the 
Alessiah, as incommunicable to any other. Hence is 
that saying. When Christ ^cometh, vM He do more mi" 
racks than these which this man hath done^ i HeQoe 
the appeal our Lord makes to His own miracles^ in 
order to satisfy that question of John's disciples. Art

other ^? * The plain meaiimg whereof is^ firsts that 
one famous Person was expected, entitled by way of 
eminence^ He That should come; and also that the 
greartness, and number^ and quality of His miracles 
wete 'a.sufflQlent token, to point and single Him cmt 
when He did come* So that our Lord's argument 
(as- 1 fas^e formerly odbserired) lies thus. He Who doe& 
those, many and mighty wonders, foretold by the proK. 
phets, is He That should come : your own senses am 
judges, whether I have done these wonders (ht not: 
and therefore, if your senses convince you that I have 
wrought such thki^, there cannot remaixi any rea<> 
sonable doubt, but that I am He That should come. 

3» Thirdly^ Allowing some such characters to be 
land down concerning the Messiah^ it will follow, that 
if any of those > prophecies were in some sense ful- 
filled in any of the emtneiit^men of old, yet there wa» 
stiU^anodier andsiAUmer sense, peculiar to the Mes- 
skrb^ which must be fulfilled in Him, and that, till 
this should be done, the ^tikiost intent of those pro- 
phecies was not satisfied* This is the method taken 
by the aposl^, particularly by St. Peter and St. Paul, 
initheirdiscovfses upon our Lord's resurrection. Thi^ 
prore that the passages of David and Isaiah were not 
fully made good in the persons who spoke them ; not 
in^tfae letter and most immediate signification ; coui* 
sequently that, supposing a double sense> and them, 
to have any part in them* they had another Personia 
view, Who should give them Uieir utmost accomplish-^

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teenU Thereforty tiU ihstweie don^ the ttoA of 
God, Who dictated those expreasions^ had not faHy 
disebarged itself. That theie were siaiiy pfedklteiis 
ftiatuig to the Messiah ia a prineiple eoi^fissaed by the 
Jews ; ather therefore the Messiah was never pro- 
phesied of, nor prefigured at all by such ; (whiefa the 
Jews will not aU agree in :) or else» some prophecies 
and prefiguratioBs, contained in the Old Testament, wilt 
require, and do contain a future and mystical wter» 
pietation even in the opinion of those, who admit a 
present and stricter interpretation. And if so, then 
that Person, in Whom that highest and ultimate con* 
stmctioB is accomplished, ought to be received as the 
promised Messiah. That this method of expounding 
the Old Testament was generally neceived among the 
Jews seems probable from hence ; that, when our Lord 
and His apostles made use of it, tiie^oemies of the 
gospel are never said to have objected against it as^an 
unfair way of arguing. All the evastons of tUa na« 
ture, which we now meet with, are only such misera* 
Ue shifts as the Jews of later ages havfe taheti sano* 
tnary in; who, to C€wer their ineerrigible unbeKef, 
have thrown off those texts, wbiob heietofoie ware 
unirersally acknowledged to point at the' Christ^ So 
that^ 

4. Faurthfyf The whole turns at last upon the ve* 
racity of Almighty God, the Divine authority of the 
prophetic writings, and die agreement of what hap- 
pened ta our Jesus widi those remarkable tilings 
foretold of the Messiah, if God be true, whatei^er 
He hath declared shall be must certainly come to 
pass; if the prophets wrote as they were inspired and 
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direct^ by the Holy Ghost, whatever they have laid 
down concerning the Messiah must needs .be abcoin- 
plished in His person : but the prophets did declare^ 
that the Messiah should be cut off from the land of 
the living; that He should die under such and smelt 
circumstances ; that after He was thus dead He should 
rise again : therefore the person who in all points 
made good these predictions, is . undoubtedly the 
Christ. Now Jesus did thus die, and thus rise again ; 
no other person besides Himself ever did so ; and con* 
sequently Jesus^ and no other person, • is the Christ 
of God. . Since therefore these disciples confessed, 
that such things were dictated by God Himself, and 
foretold of the Messiah ; and since they saw them 
punctually made good in their own Master; His suf- 
jferings and death ought not to discourage or weaken 
their faith, because these were necessary to. the cha« 
racter and office of Christ. Nay, had He not so 
suffered and died. He could not possibly have, been 
the Christ. Thus again ; in regard the same Person, 
so described heretofore to suffer and die, was likewise 
foretold to rise again the third day ; the demonstrations 
He had now given them, upon that very day from 
His death, of His being actually risen, were an irre^^ 
fragable evidence that all the glorious benefits, which 
the world was to expect from the promised Messiah^ 
were to be depended upon from, and would most asr 
suredly be found in Jesus. So that they might boldly 
witness these things to the world, and preach repent^ 
ance and remission of sins in His name: in His, I say. 
Who thus died for the sins of mankind, and thus rose 
again for their justification •*•

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These: are consideratioiM exceedingly proper for 
this aCdenmity, to satisfy every Christian what a firm 
fouadatioa hia faith standa upon, and to put all its 
enemies to confusion. But, unless we do something 
W0re than argue for our Saviour's resurrection, it bad 
been the same thing to us, if lie had never risen at 
all. The second lesson for this morning's service, and 
the £pistle for the day tells us largely what use is to 
be made of this article : — that owning, and being bap- 
tized into the belief of it, implies our being conformed 
to the likeness of what our Saviour hath done : — that 
we must rise with Him, and prove that we do sq, by 
setting our affections on things above ^: — that, tike as 
Christ was raised iipfrom the dead by the giory of the 
Father J even so we also should walk in newness ofKfe : — 
that, as He died to sin once, and now liveth unto God, 
so we should- reckon ourselves dead indeed unto sin, but 
aiive unto God^; alive like Him, over Whom the law 
of sin and death hath no' more dominion, and Who 
returned not a second time to corruption. 

Remember, then, that Christ is risen; but remember 
withal, that they only will have comfort of His rising, 
who are thus risen with Him. The great revolution 
ef the whole world, its second and better creation to 
immortality, began this, day. But if we have no part 
in it, by reformation and a new life, we are of all men 
most miserabte. Our Prince and King hath overcome 
indeed the sharpness of death: but it is to believers 
only that He hath opened the kingdom of heaven ,' And 
such believers are only they who prove their faith by

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their works. And to those He hath gi^en a sure 
comfort : such an one, as neither tribulation nor dis- 
tress, nor even death itself can rob them of. For since 
their Redeemer liveth, they are certain, that though, 
after their 9kin, worms destroy this body, yet there will 
come another day, when in their flesh they shall see 
GodK Whom God grant us to behold and to see 
ourselves, that is, for our own unspeakable and ever- 
lasting happiness, through Jesus Christ our Lord.
